Gas prices in limbo 


Confusion reigned over 
gasoline prices in Victoria 
Thursday with the cost of a 
gallon of gas ranging from 
49.9 cents to 65.9 cents. 

And gas stations lessees and 
employees were just as 
confused as the average 
motorist. 

Two major chains, Home 
Oil and Imperial, boosted 
prices at midnight Wed¬ 
nesday, Home jumping a dime 
a gallon and Imperial hiking 
the price eight cents. 

Another chain, Chevron, 
jumped prices 10 cents earlier 
Wednesday' and then two 
hours later dropped them

hack to where they had been 
on Tuesday. 

Mohawk stations in the city 
were the first to increase 
prices Wednesday—by 10 
cents a gallon—and then later 
in the day rolled them back 
slightly to an eight-cent a 
gallon increase. 

Other chains and in¬ 
dependents in the Greater 
Victoria area were holding the 
price line—for the present. 

“Gee willikers,” said one 
gas jockey at the Woodward’s 


service outlet at Mayfair, “I 
don’t know what’s happening. 
I guess next week will tell the 
tale.” 

Ray Coulter, of Coulter’s 
Gulf, on Esquimalt, said he 
had heard nothing from his 
company about what to do 
with prices even though he 
had been in constant contact 
Wednesday and Thursday 
with his distributor. 

“It’s just a confused mess,” 
said the owner of Cedar Hill 
66. Cedar Hill Cross Road. 


“Everything’s just hanging in 
the wind. Right now, we’re 
absorbing extra costs from 
the wholesaler—but God 
knows how long it will go on.” 

One Texaco operator felt 
that salvation might come in 
the form of a chop in the 15- 
cents a gallon provincial tax 
on gasoline which could result 
in a final hike of no more than 
three or four cents a gallon in 
the retail cost. 

A spokesman for Shell 
Canada had the same basic 


opinion: “We’re all waiting on 
Mr. Barrett.” 

All stations polled by The 
Express reported sales 
Wednesday as extremely 
good. 

“It was quite a panic,” said 
one person at Admiral’s Road 
Home. 

“I haven’t added up the 
gal Iona ge yet,” said another 
operator, “but it seems to 
have been one of my best days 
in fifteen years of running a 
gas station.” 


Meanwhile, legislation to 
permit the provincial 
government to collect 80 per 
cent of a recent $2.70 a barre) 
increase in the price of crude 
oil was introduced in the 
legislature Wednesday. 

Funds generated by this 
surcharge, Barrett said, 
would be used to soften the 
effect of price increases of gas 
on the average motorist. 

A “dramatic plan” to 
reduce the impact of the price 
hikes would be announced' 
“shortly," Barrett said out¬ 
side the House, but he did not 
elaborate. 


Reformists 
upset 
labor cart

VANCOUVER - Public 
servants went on the march in 
Vancouver Thursday dum¬ 
ping some Establishment 
types who got in their way. 


It is expected one of the new 
vice-presidents at large will 
be B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployee’s Union general 
secretary John Fryer, who 
has run an intensive reformist 
campaign. 


When the so-called Reform 
Group got its chance at the 
ballot box at the Canadian 
Labor Congress convention, it 
walked all over the 
executive's official choice for 
secretary-treasurer and oneof 
the executive vice-presidents. 


The Reformists are asking 
for more national autonomy 
with stronger standards to be 
enforced by the CLC; more 
involvement in community 
affairs; fresh faces and new 
ideas on the executive. 


The reformers, led by the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees’ Reform Caucus, 
which had 600 of the 2,500 
convention delegates, had 
endorsed former executive 
vice-president Joe Morris for 
the presidency.

her two boilers working. The 
device was in the water when 
the sole boiler in operation 
quit. When power was 
restored, and efforts made to 
retrieve the device, a cable 
snapped and it was lost. 

Rear-Admiral R. J. Pick- 
ford has ordered an inquiry 
into the incident. 

Both Allan McKinnon and 


Donald Munro, Conservative 
members of parliament for 
this area, said the navy is 
trying to do a job under 
conditions that make it im¬ 
possible to maintain its role. 

This frustration, they say, is 
the reason the morale of the 
Canadian armed forces has 
hit a record low. 

McKinnon reported that 


every day he receives 
requests for trained naval 
men, with seven to 10 years of 
service, who want his help to 
get out of the navy. 

“It’s just no longer 
challenging to them,” he said. 
“There’s not the non¬ 
monetary satisfactions there 
once were, no pnue oi em¬ 
ployment any more.” 


McKinnon said concerned 
men in the navy are fully 
aware that Canada’s fleet is 
incapable of protecting 
Canada's coastline out to the 
200-mile limit, as part of the 
proposed policy of the federal 
government. 

He said the biggest misuse

Builders, unions try anew 
to get construction going 


Labor and management in 
the construction industry will 
resume negotitions Tuesday 
in Vancouver after a two-week 
breakdown which has tied up 
$500 million worth of con¬ 
struction projects on the 
Lower Mainland. 

Canadian Labor Relations 
Association president Charles 
Connaghan said a decision on 
a province-wide lockout by 
employers would be left to the 
association’s board of 
directors and “if it’s 
necessary the board will act.” 

Lock-out strategy was 
discussed at a local meeting of 
CLRA members this week,

said Connaghan. “Like any 
organization we have our 
hawks and one CLRA position 
is that we should come to the 
aid of those who were struck.” 

Connaghan said it was 
simply “strategy” on the part 
of unions to confine their walk¬ 
outs to the Lower Mainland 
and “try to use pressure 
where we have a great deal 
going on ” 

He said the package offer to 
construction unions May 4 
amounted to $2.90 an hour in 
wages and benefits at the end 
of two years. This would mean 
a monthly increase of $444. 

CURA this week is holding 
local meetings with its 850 
contractor members across 
the province. 

Members of the In¬ 
ternational Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers began the 
strike May 1, and were later, 
joined on the picket lines by 
members of other building 
and trades unions. 

The strikes are mainly 
confined to the Lower 


Mainland, a situation Con¬ 
naghan predicts will be 
maintained. Last Thursday, 
however, pickets were set up 
at the Crofton Mill by mem¬ 


bers of the culinary workers’ 
union and at a portion of a 
Duncan shopping centre by 
members of the United 
Brotherhood of carpenters. 


Chain rail episode 
linked to dunking 


A city public works crew 
didn’t get the chain link guard 
rail around the Lower 
Causeway installed quite fast 
enough 

While the crew was at work 
Wednesday installing the 
chain, designed to keep people 
from falling in, a man fell in. 

The workers saw him 
thrashing around in the water 
and threw him a rope, but it 
was too windy and the men 


couldn't get the rope out far 
enough. 

The men looked around and 
picked up a length of the chain 
guard rail, and threw it out. 

A public works spokesman 
said the man caught the chain 
and was pulled in. 

The man, described as 
being about 50 years old and 
wearing a trenchcoat. got out 
of the water and sloshed 
away. 

“He didn’t even say thank- 
you,” the spokesman said. 


Wo man cleared of killing 


Wilson 


Veronica Hildegarde 
Wilson, 29, was acquitted 
Thursday by a B.C. Supreme 
Court jury of murdering 
Arthur Whittles, 67, a resident 
of the Drake Hotel, 536 
Johnson Street. 

Mrs. Wilson broke into tears 
when the verdict was an? 
nounced by the jury’s 
foreman, about four and a half 
hours after the jury started 
deliberating. 

The foreman said in¬ 


sufficient evidence was the 
reason for the acquittal. 

The verdict came at the end 
of a four-day trial, conducted 
by Mr. Justice Richard An¬ 
derson, in which prosecutor 
Alan Bigelow contended Mrs. 
Wilson stabbed Whittles once 
in the chest with a knifq. 

A paring knife, found by 
police in a closet near Whit¬ 
tle’s room in the Drake Hotel, 
was presented as evidence at 
the trial, but no evidence was 
given to link the knife to Mrs. 
Wilson. 


A statement, given to police 
by Mrs. Wilson the day of the 
incident, and read to the court 
by Con. Blake Green, said. “I 
remember being walked home 
by this hippie guy, but I don’t 
know who he is. 

“I knock on Art Whittle’s 
door and he answers and gets 
mad at me and slaps my face 
once on the left and once on 
the right after I take my shoes 
off. And the next thing I know 
Art Whittle is bleeding.” 
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Morris was also on the of¬ 
ficial executive slate and was 
easily elected to replace 
retiring president Donald 
MacDonald. 

Steel worker and Metro 
Toronto Labor Council 
president Donald Mont¬ 
gomery, running for the 
reformists, beat Neil Reimer, 
former CLC vice-president 
who was the choice of the 
executive, 1,130 to 795 to 
become secretary-treasurer.

Two 
Reformist candidates took the 
two positions—CUPE general 
vice-preident Shirley Carr and 
United Paperworkers In- 
ternational Union 
representative Julien Major. 

Executive and Reformers 
had agreed on recom¬ 
mendations for the other 16 
executive positions and there 
were no surprises in the 
outcome of those votes.

More women seek goals 

while men flop passively 


One of my favorite newspaper people, editor of a first ate 
family secion" (it was once ‘•social" and then “women^ and 
now it has outgrown the narrower view). asked me the other day 
what I thought was the most significant story in the world of 
Canadian women. I was able to answer without a flicker of 
hesitation. 

The efforts towards self-improvement, particularly by 
younger married women, but existing in every age and social 
group, strikes me as the most astonishing, heartening and 
significant of any trend in our society. 


environment and those who do their bit toward making a saner 
world. But it is to be seen, as well, in discussion groups, art, 
music and literary clubs, the Great Books sessions, the night 
schools and university extension courses, the parent teacher 
associations, the consumer groups and a vast variety of other 
activities. 

It sometimes seems that while more and more men are 
flopping passively in front of their idiot boxes, more and more 
women are actively seeking new goals in culture and knowledge 
to end forever their type-casting as inferior persons. 


It is a story that our newspapers tell, of necessity, only in 
dribs and drabs. Some smart reporter is going to research it in 
depth one day and we may recognize it for the revolution it 
really is. 

f>art of it, course, is because of the awakening of women 

not merely to their rights, but their responsibilities. Yet it is 
evident, too. in a great many less-publicized fields. 

In newspaper offices we see it in the surprising numbers of 
women connected with organizations dedicated to saving our 


One of the barriers they have to face, to judge from the 
letters that reach me, is a difficulty in acquiring one of the 
fundamentals in such a search, the need to be informed on the 
state of the world. 

“Try as I will I can’t grasp the foreign news,” a more-or- 
less typical housewife wrote me the other day. “Global power 
politics are simply beyound me, yet I know they will determine 
the world we leave to our kids.” 

Surveys show this is lamentably true of a tremendous 


number of newspaper readers, male and female alike. Yet more 
and more it seems to be the women readers who are seeking to 
overcome it or who are aware of a deficiency that blocks their 
own personal development 6r their sense of participation, as 
world citizens, in events that affect their lives. 

The real difficulty of being an informed reader is in the 
beginning of it, of finding a starting point with enough 
background or historical understanding to pick up the 
sequential, day-to-day news. It is rather like getting in at the 
middle of an enormously complicated mystery film and never 
quite being able to pick up the relevant clues. 

Daily newspapers are not all the help they might be. I have 
suggested to my editor friend that she might run a series of 
articles on her family pages simplifying and explaining to 
women what s happening in the trouble spots, a sort ot “Here s 
What It’svAU About" introduction to,what appears on the front 
pages I'm convinced her readers would respond. 

One of these days I may expound my own simple formula 
for keeping abreast of the news, not as a tedious duty, but as a 
matter of absorbing, day-to-day interest. 


It seems important to me because there’s hardly a single 
one 6f these many activities now engaging women which isn’t 
directly or indirectly linked to the state of the globe and 1 believe 
that the very basis of their appetite for self-development must 
be an understanding of the world around them. 

There is a hunger for it, too. It is a common experience of 
newspaper people to be asked to explain these tensions or 
situations which, in the urgency and immediacy of “breaking” 
news, so often seem too obscure or involved for the lay reader. 


It explains the steady growth of the news magazines, which, 
unhappily, over-simplify and very often slant the news beyond 
recognition. ' 

It’s a heady thought, in any event, to contemplate the 
emergence of women in the interests of their own self- 
improvement as the truly alert, informed and thinking half of 
our society and perhaps even shaming their, men. so often 
derisive of women’s desire to better themselves, into a similar 
program. 

And I believe that is already happening. 
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The trouble with bigots is that they often have opinions 
worth listening to. 

They may not be very erudite; quite often they are ex¬ 
tremely boring; but without them society would lose something. 

Take the title of this column for instance. How manv times 
are there opinion pieces which praise and hail the good parts of 
Canadian and Victoria life? There certainly are plenty of them. 

But we all take these for granted. They are there, enriching 
our life, increasing our happiness. It is the unpleasant irritants 
which make most people speak out. 


For years there has been too much apathy covering public 
opinion. It is only comparatively recently that we have started 
to relearn how to attack people and principles. 


We have been brainwashed into thinking that the way in which 
we were brought up is the right and only way, rubbish. The 
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Canadian Indian had a far superior way of life to our money- 
grubbing, greedy materialism. 

What an outcry there was when the “hippies" went after the 
establishment. But one wonders how many people were forced 
into re-examining their values and standards after listening to 
that youthful outcry. 

There are vital, significant questions which need thinking 
about. Does one close out other religious views because 
Christianity is so well established? Why is communism such a 
dirty word when there could be much the so-called democratic 
world could learn from that philosophy? After all kibbutzes are 
a form of communism and no-one ostracizes Israelis — except 
the Arabs! 

No person, no country, no establishment is above good solid 
constructive criticism. It is only through active opinion that one. 
guards against dictatorship. 

So, bigots of the world — unite. Public opinion needs you.

Swiftsure offers 
battle of giants 


A week today the Swiftsure - 

- most challenging yacht race 
of the northwest Pacific - gets 
under way at 9 a m. 

It could end up being a 
battle between two in¬ 
ternational giants - one 
Canadian and the other 
American. 

Lot Killam, of the Royal 
Vancouver Yacht Club, whose 
73-foot ketch Graybeard swept 
the board in last year’s classic 

- over-all winner, first home, 
first around the Swiftsure 
mark, and top boat in her 
division - is hoping Windward 
Passage will be an entry. 

If she does enter the 136.2- 
nautical mile race, she will be 
a challenger worth her mettle. 
It will be her first crack at 
Swiftsure. 

Before her previous owner 
Bob Johnsen died, the 73-foot 
ketch had set enough records 
to earn everyone’s respect, 
even Graybeard’s skipper and 
crew. 

Windward Passage has won 
such international testings as 
the 1968 Southern Ocean 
Racing Circuit, the Jamaica, 
Tahiti and Trans-Pac races. 

One well loved favorite will 
be missing when the starting 
gun is fired and the boats go 
over the line off the Victoria 
coastline. 

The Canadian navy’s 94-foot 
ketch HMCS Oriole, 
unoperational and without a 
permanent crew, will be 
forced to sit this one out at the 
jetty. 

A record fleet of 246 boats 
entered Swiftsure and the 75.6- 
mile Juan de Fuca race last 
year, the smaller Juan de 
Fuca competitors getting 
their start 15 minutes after 
their larger sisters. 

Close to 300 boats may be 
massed for the start this year, 
a possibility that has race 
officials at die Royal Victoria 
Yacht Club considering 
whether or not to stagger the 
Swiftsure race in two starts. 

The decision on this will be 
made at a meeting Tuesday. 

Public relations chariman 
Tony Burton concedes this is 
“a thorny issue.” 

Fifteen minutes can make 
the difference between in 
winning and losing the race if 
you hit Race Rocks on the turn 
of the tide without wind to 
fight it. 


Then the Race becomes the 
Great Divider. 

Swiftsure is the most 
popular race on this coast 
because of tricky com¬ 
binations of wind and tide that 
test even the most seasoned 
sailor. 

With unusually high winds 
so far this month, this year’s 
classic could turn out to be a 
repeat of the 1971 race. In that 
year, 46 boats were forced out 
of the race six hours after the 
start, some with broken masts 
or other gear, a few boats with 
seasickness. 

On the other hand, the race 
could be a drifter most of the 
way, with crews trying every 
trick in the book to keep the 
sails full. That’s part of the 
allure of Swiftsure. 

Should the prevailing winds 
blow according to form, the 
vanguard of the massive fleet 
will come home in a colorfu' 
armada, full-bellied spin¬ 
nakers flying. 

The naval gate vessels 
HMCS Porte de la Reine and 
HMCS Porte Quebec will help 
to patrol the Strait of Juan de 
Fuca during the two races, 
which have a finishing time 
limit of 50 hours. 

Porte de la Reine will act as 
rounding mark for the 
Swiftsure boats as they reach 
the farthest point of the out¬ 
ward leg off Cape Flattery at 
the mouth of the strait. 

The Porte Quebec will be 
the rounding mark for the 
Juan de Fuca racers when 
they reach Clallam Bay on the 
Washington side of the strait.

Also rounding out the patrol 
fleet will be the Canadian 
forces’ auxiliary vessels Otter 
and Lynx, the U.S. coast 
guard cutter Port Countess 
and the Canadian coast guard 
cutter Ready. 

Swiftsure fever has been 
running high among skippers 
and crews for weeks as they 
work out courses and strategy 
designed to meet every 
possible weather and tide 
condition. 

Sails and gear have been 
checked. The long list of 
required safety equipment is 
being assembled and loaded 
on board every boat, including 
self-inflatable liferafts that 
have to be checked and 
repacked each year. 

Landlubbers of the staun¬ 
chest kind will become in¬ 
fected with Swiftsure fever as 
the boats start assembling in 
the Inner Harbor next week. 

Excitement will reach a 
peak Friday evening when the 
harbor will be filled with a 
forest of spars, pennants and 
burgees flying in a wind- 
crackling concert. 

The traditional roll call will 
be made by Mr. Swiftsure - 
veteran sailor Humphrey 
Golby - the boats answering 
with ships’ bells and horns as 
their names are called. The 
roll call will begin at 7:45 p.m. 

It will be the last fling for 
the competing crews. 

Next morning it will be all 
business as they cast off lines 
and head out to sea, ready for 
the biggest event on the 
coast’s racing calendar. 


Attempted murder 
earns jail term 


A Victoria woman found 
guilty last week of attempted 
murder received an eight- 
month jail term and two 
year’s probation when sen¬ 
tenced by Mr. Justice Douglas 
Andrews in B.C. Supreme 
Court this week. 

Loretta Claire Crocker, 19, 
of 3440 Whittier Avenue, 
received the sentence for 
attempting to murder William 
Arthur Rees, 30, in a stabbing 


incident Jan. 27 in Rees’ home 
at 110 Medana Street. 

Evidence at the trial was 
that Miss Crocker had stabbed 
Rees twice in the stomach. 

Herny Higgins, in whose 
home Miss Crocker had lived 
for five months as a ward of 
the superintendent of child 
welfare, testified that Miss 
Crocker was a “very honest 
and sincere girl,” and a 
“very, very fine person.”

Money 
marked 
for mall 


Nearly $900,000 originally 
earmarked for a new down¬ 
town parking structure bet¬ 
ween Broughton and Courtney 
will be reallocated for the 
city’s new Government Street 
mall, on which construction 
begins next January. 

City finance committee 
recommended the switch this 
week, although some aider- 
men seemed surprised to 
learn the Broughton parking 
facility project had been 
scrapped. 

City manager Jim Bramley 
explained the original concept 
had run into problems 
because of provincial 
government land holdings in 
the area, and difficulties in 
acquiring street frontage due 
to some privately-held 
property. 

The best solution would be 
to co-ordinate plans closely 
with provincial authorities, to 
ensure that whatever 
development takes place in 
the block includes parking 
facilities, he suggested. 

In that case, the city’s 
equity in land could be used to 
finance its share of the total 
cost. 

Aid. Clyde Savage said he 
was concerned over the 
parking problems inherent in 
the mall proposal.

'dog in manger' 


A Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce spokesman has 
condemned the provincial 
government’s ‘‘dog in the 
manger” attitude toward the 
future of the Reid Centre 
property on Wharf Street and 
the Inner Harbor generally. 

Alan Embery, director of 
the chamber’s harbor com- 
govemment-imposed develop¬ 
ment freeze along the Wharf 
Street waterfront, and the 
repercussions this could have 
on other development projects 
already at an advanced 
planning stage. 

“The government is 
frightening away potential 
developers and investors. 
They won’t touch that area 
(the Inner Harbor) with a 
barge pole now,” said Emery. 

In the specific case of the 
Reid Centre development, he 
added, the government’s 
action is almost tantamount to 
expropriation without com¬ 
pensation. 

“What they’re really saying 
(to Vancouver developer J. A. 
Reid) is we don’t want to buy 
it but we won’t let you do 
anything with it. That’s hardly 
fair.” 

Emery said although the 
freeze doesn’t extend as far as 
Laurel Point, the developers 
of the proposed hotel- 
apartment complex on that 
site must be seriously 
reconsidering their position in 
the light of recent government 
interference with city plan¬ 
ning matters. 

He also took issue with a 
statement this week by 
Resources Minister Bob 
Williams, in which the 
minister claimed most Vic¬ 
torians are opposed to com¬ 
mercial and highrise 
development on the water¬ 
front. 

He said the Inner Harbor 
Study by noted architect 
Arthur Erickson had proposed 
a commercial focus for 
pedestrian activity on Wharf, 
and the report had received 
“wide public acceptance.” 

Besides, new hotels and 
conference facilities were 
“desperately needed’’ as a 
stimulus to Greater Victoria’s 
economic wellbeing. 

Referring to Williams’ 
statement confirming the 
government still intends to 
hold a public inquiry into all 
aspects of the Inner Harbor’s 
future, Emery said there have 
been “countless studies” and 
samplings of public opinion. 

As far as the Reid Centre is 
concerned, the government 
should end its "stalling tac¬ 
tics,” buy the property and 
put it out for development by 
the private sector under 
controlled conditions, he said. 


Meanwhile in the 
legislature, Provincial 
Secretary Ernie Hall said he 
had “some legislative 
proposals” for the Capital 
Regional District. 

Answering a question from 
Liberal Leader David An¬ 
derson, Hall said he was not 


happy with communications 
between local governments in 
the region and the provincial 
government. “It may not be 
necessary to go as far as a 
complete Capital Com¬ 
mission,” he said. 

He would not elaborate on 
what new structure he en¬ 


visioned but he said the 
proposals would be “ex¬ 
citing.” 

Resources Minister Bob 
Williams said the public 
hearing on the Inner Harbor 
would be held in early June 
but a hall had not been located 
by late this week. 


'Free' school set 
for fall opening 


Victoria Community School 
will announce plans to open a 
full-time free school next fall 
at a public meeting May 28 at 
Open Space. 

John Bremer, former B.C. 
education commissioner, will 
speak at the meeting, which 
starts at 7:30 p.m. 

Victoria Community School 
started two years ago and this 
year, financed by a Local 
Inititiatives Project grant, 
has been offering free evening 
courses to teenagers. 


In September the group 
plans to open a full-time 
alternative school of between 
20 and 50 students and three 
instructors, one of them being 
a certified teacher. 

The school will be a “free” 
school in the sense that 
students may study whatever 
interests them, not a fixed 
curriculum. 

For parents, it won’t be 
free. Tuition is expected to be 
about $80 a month and, if the 
school doesn’t receive some

And according to the 
solicitor there are no bylaw 
impediments to the delivery of 


factory assembled structures 
in the municipality. 

Aid. William Noel, chair¬ 
man of public works, said no 
such homes had yet been seen 
in Saanich, but they were 
“bound to appear.” 

“If we permit them,” added 
Aid. Alan Newberry. 

Assistant municipal 
engineer G. E. Gunn said 
unless a bylaw is passed 
opposing manufactured 
homes, there was no way they 
could be stopped 

I’m convinced we should 
have some area in the 
municipality for modular 
homes," said Aid. Leslie 
Passmore. 

He said he had originally 
opposed this type of structure 
in Saanich, but had come 
around to accepting them 
because young people today 
“can’t begin to get homes” 
otherwise. 

Information supplied by 
Mariner showed the current 
cost of the company’s product 
was $28 a square foot plus 
transportation.

It is now looking for grants 
to help meet expenses, 
possibly from the Education 
Research Institute of B.C., 
said Charbonneau. 

The school's board of 
directors include Mavis de

peace negotiations. 

A small Maoist Palestinian 
group called the Popular

Democratic Front claimed 
responsibility for Wed¬ 
nesday’s massacre which 
resulted in Israeli reprisal 
attacks on a Palestinian 
Refugee camp at Saida in 
Lebanon. 

An informant said guerrilla 
leaders met last week and 
sanctioned a “shock raid” 
every month against targets 
in Israel “as a warning to 
those who are running after 
peace so hard they have 
forgotten the Palestinians.” 

There are 1.5 million 
Palestinian refugees, most of 
them living in camps 
throughout the Middle East 
since leaving their homeland 
when the state of Israel was 
set up under a United Nations 
resolution in 1948. 

They fear that a peace 
settlement in the Mideast will 
wipe out any chance of a 
return to their homeland. 
Egypt’s willingness to end 
hostilities with Israel and 
begin postwar reconstruction 
is regarded by Palestinian 
guerrillas as a sellout. They 
also are afraid they will lose 
the support of Syria if U.S. 
State Secretary Henry 
Kissinger is successful in 
negotiating an end to Israeli- 
Syrian hostilities in the Golan 
Heights. 

There are 327,000 
Palestinian refugees living on 
the Gaza Strip in Egypt and 
another 173,000 refugees living 
in Syria. 

There are a further 852,000 
Palestinian refugees in 
Jordan where King Hussein 
appears more interested in 
recovering agricultural and' 
tourist dollars than in gran¬ 
ting separate statehood to the 
Palestinians. 

Peace ngotiations also pose 
a threat to the 187,000 
Palestinians in Lebanon, 
never a willing host to them 


and eager for a settlement 
that would get rid of them. 

Israeli planes and rockets 
struck the Palesinian refugee 
camp at Saida even though the 
Popular Democratic Front 
claimed the attack on Maalot 
did not come from Lebanon. 
The lebanese government also 
denied the attack came from 
its country. 

Israeli jets made runs over 
Beirut with air raid sirens 
going full blast after the 
population was warned to 
prepare for reprisal attacks. 
The warning was issued after 
Israel charged the three 
guerrillas who caused the 
Maalot massacre infiltrated 
from Lebanon. 

The death toll at Maalot 
Thursday rose to 30, including 
the three guerrillas, along 
with 70 injured, mostly school 
children who were sleeping 
overnight at a school during 
an excursion to mark the end 
of the academic year. 

The guerrillas held 90 
teenagers hostage but the 
terrorist were killed when 
Israeli troops stormed the 
schoolhouse. They demanded 
the freedom of 23 jailed Arab 
guerrillas, threatening “to 
blow the hostages to pieces.” 

The terrorists gained entry 
to the school when a 50-year- 
old janitor mistook them for 
Israeli troops. The terrorists 
then herded the children, all 
from a religious high school in 
nearby Safad, into a second- 
floor classroom along with a 
woman army officer, two 
instructors and two soldiers 
who had left their weapons 
outside in a truck. 

As the hostages were herded 
into the classroom, about 17 


teenagers and three adults 
escaped by jumping through a 
first-floor window. Later the 
terrorists released the woman 
officer with a demand for the 


Arabs’ release and Israeli 
Prime Minister Golda Meir 
promised to trade the 
prisoners. 

Meir said the deal fell apart 
because of confusion. The 
terrorists insisted on a code 
word to begin negotiations but 
it never arrived for use by the 
French or Romanian am¬ 
bassadors who were prepared 
to begin discussions. 

On their way to the school, 
the three guerrillas got into 
the second-floor apartment of 
37-year-old Yosef Cohen and 
killed him, his wife and four- 
year-old son. Another child 
was injured but the terrorists 
missed a third child who hid 
under a bed. 

Most of the Arab nations 
supported the guerrilla at¬ 
tack, claiming the school 
children were killed by Israeli 
gunfire. 

But much of the rest of the 
world expressed revulsion at 
the massacre. In Ottawa, 
External Affair Minister 
Mitchell Sharp condemned it 
as a cowardly and degrading 
act "so repulsive as to be 
almost unbelievable.” 

Kissinger, conducting peace 
talks in Jerusalem, expressed 
shock and outrage.

If you’re willing to give the 
parties a little help in their 
current election campaign, 
you’ll get a break from the 
income tax department next 
year. 

A spokesman for Chief 
Electoral Officer Jean-Maic 
Hamel confirmed this week 
that post-dated cheques made 
out after Aug. 2, but used for 
the campaign leading to the 
July 8 federal election, will be 
eligible for an income tax 
rebate. 

Aug. 2 is the day after the 
Electoral Expenses Act 
comes into effect, making this 
election the last in which 
unlimited spending by can¬ 
didates is allowed. 

To be eligible for the tax 
deduction, cheques must be 
made out to registered 
national parties and not to 
individual candidates. 

In the campaign itself, 
Conservative leader Robert 
Stanfield this week vowed a 
closer watch on government 
spending if his party replaces 
the minority Liberal govern¬ 
ment. 

Stanfield told a Hamilton 
audience his party would 
appoint former auditor- 
general Maxwell Henderson 
as a special adviser on ways to 
reduce government spending. 
Stanfield accused the Liberals 
of “misadventure and waste” 
and called for a thorough 
review of all federal 
programs. 

NDP leader David Lewis, 
meanwhile, flew into Van¬ 
couver and declared his party 
wants a national price control 
board with the power to roll 
back unjustified price in¬ 
creases. 

I,ewis also said he wants the 
two-price system for basic 
commodities that is now in 
force for oil, wheat and copper 
extended to steel, lumber, 
lead, zinc and cement. 

He said Canadians should be 
able to pay a reasonable price 
for these goods without having 
to suffer the consequences of 
international inflation.

The rise, decline and fall 

of apartment development boom 



Some day, if someone writes the definitive history of 
residential accommodation in Greater Victoria, an appropriate 
title for one chapter might be The Rise, Decline and Fall of the 
Apartment. 

The Rise had its modest beginnings back in the early 1950s 
when Victorians — late, as usual, to catch up with a long- 
established North American trend — became gradually aware 
of the facts of life that made the rental apartment a desirable 
form of shelter. 

Through that decade the prc-cess of discovery gained 
momentum. People by the score, especially those whose 
families had grown up and the newly-retired, decided to give up 
the maintenance headaches and the financial burden of home 
ownership for the more carefree status of renting. And 
developers set out to accommodate them, in both senses of the 
word. 

But the apartment really entered its heyday in the late 
1960s, as construction spurted ahead to cater to a fantastic 
demand, created both by Victoria’s growing reputation as a 
balmy retirement centre and the products of the post-war baby 
boom — young couples seeking inexpensive rental 
accommodation. 

Developers vied with each other to provide ever more 
glamorous amenities, and before long the built-in sauna, 
gymnasium and “swirlpool” evolved from status symbol almost 
to basic necessity. 

And so to The Decline. The first signs of dry rot set in during 
the 1972 tax year, when the federal government removed its tax 
incentives under which apartment building owners could write 
off against their other income the annual depreciation costs on 
their apartments. 

Land prices spiralling almost out of sight, sharply rising 
labor costs, tighter strictures imposed by municipalities in 
response to public pressures, higher borrowing costs, the 
economic uncertainties of life under a socialist government and 
a growing awareness of the potential profits in condominium 
development ... all these factors steadily combined to make 
apartment development a less attractive proposition than it had 
been. 

But one further deterrent still lay ahead, in the form of the 
NDP government’s “rentalsman” and his sweeping powers to 
dictate — with cabinet approval — the maximum allowable 
percentage increase in rents. 

In the view of many persons involved in some aspect of the 
local housing scene, burly rentalsman Barrie Clark, the ex-MLA 
from the Liberal benches, may prove to be the last straw that 
broka.the B.C. apartment camel's sagging back. 

The Fall hasn’t actually occurred yet, but every indication 
is that it will, unless drastic remedial action is taken by all 
levels of government. 

New apartment construction has virtually ground to halt in 
the Greater Victoria area, at a time when the apartment 
vacancy rate continues to be a miniscule .3 per cent — the 
lowest rate for the area since Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation surveys started in 1969. 

Already, according to the Landlord and Tenant Advisory 
Bureau, the problems of finding rental accommodation here are 
of “major proportions.” 

Others too are worried. Local elected representatives, both 
collectively through their councils and as individuals, have gone 
on record expressing their concern over the shortage and the 
slump in new construction. 

Says a senior official at City Hall: "It’s unfortunate, but 
true, that developers are concentrating heavily on 
condominium development. And who can blame them? Anyone 
who wants to build an apartment under today’s conditions needs 
liis head examined.” 

Says an Esquimalt building official: “Right now we’re

getting no ruddy apartment projects whatsoever. I feel sorry for 
the young married people — where are they going to live?” 

Says a prominent Victoria realtor: “There’s really not 
much profit in owning an apartment these days. Most owners 
aren’t getting the kind of investment return they would from a 
term deposit at 10 per cent.” 

Says an Oak Bay municipal spokesman: “We’ve only had 
one rental accommodation apartment constructed in the past 18 
months.” 

Says Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen: “Basically this (tlie 
government’s interim rent control measure limiting rent 
increases for this year to eight per cent over the level of last 
December) is probably one of the most discouraging things 
possible as far as the construction of additional apartment 
buildings is concerned.” 

To freeze rents at an eight per cent increase when the cost of 
living has gone up 10 or 12 per cent, says Pollen, seems like 
“extremely punitive. . . extremely discriminatory legislation.” 

Is the tailing-off in new apartment construction 
irreversible, or can developers be induced to meet the 
continuing demand for this type of accommodation — which in 
the city of Victoria already houses close to 50 per cent of the 
population? 


As in any complex situation, there are different theories and 
different solutions. 

Pollen echoes the recent call of Premier Barrett for Ottawa 
to reintroduce the capital cost allowance as an incentive to 
development. Accelerated tax write-offs and a government- 
assured adequate supply of serviced land, the mayor says, 
would “free up the dynamic characters in the community to 
build apartment buildings.” 

But Herb Brown, president of the Victoria Real Estate 
Board, discounts the significance of the eliminated federal tax 
incentives as a development deterrent. More directly to blame, 
he believes, are such factors as the escalating cost of land in 
good residential areas, the difficulty of assembling sizable 
parcels and the “no-growth attitude of councils” as reflected in 
their zoning restrictions. 

“The solution, or part of it, lies in making things easier for 
the developer,” Brown states flatly. 

Asked if municipal policies on apartment zoning are not a 
response to prevailing public attitudes toward such 
development, and fears that it might spread in uncontrolled 
fashion, Brown replies: “Is it the majority or an organized 
minority setting the climate?” 

As for rent controls, Brown claims the trend toward 
condominium construction can only be reversed if the developer 
can see a guaranteed profit in the venture. “If he is going to be 
caught up in rent controls which are not going to allow him a 
reasonable return on his investment he’ll want no part of it.” 

Several municipal officials involved in planning and 
housing believe the only effective solution must come from one, 
or both, of the senior levels of government. 

“If they, through their fiscal and other policies, are largely 
to blame for discouraging this kind of development, it’s up to 
them to step in and fill the vacuum,” one official said. 

(A B.C. government-sponsored program to encourage 
private developers to build 500 new rental homes in the Victoria 
area, announced recently by Housing Minister Lorne Nicolson, 
could be seen as a step — some say a very small step — in that 
direction.) 

To a certain extent,Victoria Ald.Sam Bawlf goes along with 
that view, although he is an ardent free enterpriser who looks 
askance at any wholesale government intrusion into the private 
sector. 

Victoria’s rental accommodation and other housing 
problems would be most efficiently tackled by a housing 
development corporation, he maintains. Such a body, funded by 
the senior governments and using city initiative and expertise, 
could push through a comprehensive redevelopment plan for a 
large chunk of the city lying generally to the east of the central 
area, between Blanshard and Cook. 

This area is specifically designated in the city’s Central, 
Area Study — published 10 months ago and still awaiting 
adoption in bylaw form — as ripe for apartment development 
cheek-by-jowl to downtown. 

But while City Hall is anxious to provide high-density 


residential enclaves adjacent to the commercial heart of the 
city, it is realistic enough to recognize that this can only be 
achieved in a mixed-development concept which also embraces 
retail, office and tourist accommodation uses. 

Under the proposed zoning categories, therefore, 
developers prepared to work out such integrated development 
schemes are offejed a density “bonus” by being permitted to 
build up to four times as much floor space as total site area. 

The objective of such zoning strategy is fine, but in this case 
is there any guarantee that the residential component in the 
mixed-use plan would be rental and not ownership suites? 

In theory, yes, for under the Strata Title Act a municipality 
has the absolute discretion to approve or reject any strata plan 
application, regardless of whether the developer in question has 
met all the technical requirements for construction standards, 
sound proofing and so on. And no explanation for refusal need be 
given. 

But such a policy, applied either selectively or under a 
blanket moratorium, might prove unpalatable at the municipal 
level, implying as it does a stranglehold on free enterprise 
prerogative. 

To date, the area’s municipalities have gone no further than 
establishing their own standards for condominium construction 
and conversion, and they are now working toward standardizing 
these through the intermunicipal committee. 

The only substantial check under the proposed system 
would be to disallow the conversion of apartments to 
condominium if the apartment vacancy rate locally hasn’t been 
that high in years. 

But how effective a control would that be? Although a report 
prepared for the intermunicipal committee estimates that some 
700 apartment units have already been converted to strata title, 
the signs are that the initial flurry of applications to convert has 
tapered off considerably. 

As a Saanich housing official told The Express: “We have 
already made the restrictions so tough on conversions that 
there’s practically nothing coming through.” 

The real cause for concern is not the rate of conversions but 
the trend toward more and more new condominium 
construction, he added. 

In agonizing over current problems and speculating on 
future prospects for the apartment in Greater Victoria, it’s easy 
to overlook the massive impact this type of development has 
already had on the area, and specifically the city itself. 

With the exception of the automobile, perhaps no other 
single factor in the post-war evolution of the city has had a 
greater effect on its physical appearance, its population, its 
total environment, its very substance. 

No precise tally is available, but current estimates place the 
total number of apartments in the four core municipalities at 
nearly 25,000. 

This unit total is broken up as follows: Victoria, 18,250; 
Saanich, 3,500; Oak Bay, 1,200; Esquimalt, 2,000. 

Prior to 1952 there were only some 1,000 apartment units in 


the entire metropolitan area, the vast majority of them smaller 
buildings—often larger, older homes that had been converted— 
accommodating between six and 19 units. 

In his Victoria apartment study, published in the Western 
Geographical Series, University of Victoria geographer Peter 
Murphy notes that the “dramatic” increase in apartment 
growth over the 20 years up to 1971 involved roughly a doubling 
in apartment numbers every four years. 

Through this arithmetic progression, he says, almost 50 per 
cent of the 1971 apartment population appeared in the four years 
between 1968 and 1971. 

During that 20-year period, apartment buildings grew 
steadily larger. Those under 20 units in size declined to 19 per 
cent of the total, says Murphy, while the proportion of medium¬ 
sized buildings (20 to 49 units) rose from 15 to 55 per cent. 

The highrise and larger apartment buildings of 50-plus units 
didn't make their debut until the early 1960s, but within 10 years i 
they accounted for 26 per cent of all new apartment buildings. 

Logically enough, the development concentrated around the 
city centre, major throughfares leading to it (notably the Fort- I 
Cadboro Bay and Pandora-Oak Bay routes to the east and | 
Esquimalt Road to the west) and areas of scenic or recreational 
value such as the periphery of Beacon Hill Park, Dallas Road I 
and the Oak Bay waterfront. 

In Saanich, the Cedar Hill Cross Road-Shelbourne area 
became a focus for apartment development and in Victoria, 
James Bay was singled out as the prime area “suitable” for 
such development—and zoned accordingly. 

What Mayor Pollen has since termed “the rape of James 
Bay” had begun; the extensive displacement of aging single¬ 
family homes with four-storey frame apartments and highrise 
towers. 

Initially, the public view toward the trend seemed one of 
philosophical resignation, but as apartments continued to creep 
in exorably across the city’s landscape there emerged feelings 
of doubt, concern and, eventually, open hostility. 

What would high-density living cause in terms of traffic 
congestion, noise, fire risk, the right of the citizen to enjoy his 
quota of sunshine? Would apartment buildings form a 
continuous waterfront wall to bl0ck out the views of the sea and 
the Olympics? Would we end up like the West End erf 
Vancouver? 

Those (questions and others were asked repeatedly as 
militant citizen groups came into being and the land-use policies 
of municipalities with regard to apartments were challenged. 

While this groundswell of opposition found its strongest 
expression in James Bay—where it eventually succeeded in 
throwing out the controversial 1967 land-use plan and down¬ 
zoning the area—it was very evident, too, in neighboring 
municipalities. 

If the city in the early 1970s had its Bay Village and Reid 
Centre hassles, Oak Bay had its epic confrontations over the 
Windsor Park and Riding Academy schemes, and Saanich 
suffered its share of headaches in Gordon Head and elsewhere. 
And apartment-generated emotions are now running high in 
Esquimalt. 

But, as municipal planning officials keep pointing out, 
metropolitan Victoria has to face the reality that higher density 
residential accommodation in one form or another is the only 
solution to the polulation pressures facing this area over the 
next quarter-century. 

Even in Saanich, which not so lopg ago seemed almost a 
bottomless pit of residential potential, the warning'‘bells are 
ringing. i Jim 

Says deputy planner Gil Laurenson: “Shocking ais it may 
seem to some people, we are now moving into an era when we 
will see the end of the creation of new single-family lots—which 
are now running attherateof800tol ,000 a year. ’ ’ 

With the municipality’s urban containment area precluding

northward expansion, Laurenson predicts a move toward 
apartment redevelopment of older residential areas in southern 
Saanich, including parts of the Gorge and the “panhandle” 
district. 

In such areas of 50 to 80-year-old single-family dwellings on 
old, wasteful subdivision patterns, Laurenson says renewal with 
similar housing types would be totally unrealistic. But higher 
density development and the revenue accruing would justify 
Saanich’s massive expenditures on sewers and open space. 

In Victoria, present thinking is that plenty of apartment 
potential exists in the low-density service areas east and 
northeast of the central area, as well as in the North Park 
district. 

And, if senior government help is forthcoming in moving the 
Victoria West tank installations to Colwood, that area would be 
given over to large-scale residential redevelopment. 

In Oak Bay, the area north of Oak Bay Avenue near Foul 
Bay is seen as suitable for apartment growth, while there are 
some other parts of the municipality where apartment in-filling 
would be appropriate. 

Ample potential, then, exists for the apartment in urban 
Greater Victoria. How—or even if—that potential is expoited in 
the years ahead is anyone’s guess. 


Neighbors battle M the selhout' 


The sell-out is one part of 
the apartment development 
story that rarely receives 
mention. 

S. K. Smith, of 946 Selkirk, 
sold out 

His neighbors say that 
because he did, a planned 31- 
suite concrete condominium 
will intrude on the residential 
atmosphere of their area near 
the Gorge. 

He received $77,000 for his 
one-acre property. His neigh¬ 
bors claim they wouldn’t 
consider selling out — no 
matter what the developer’s 
offer — if it means high 
density development. 

Neighbors say they care 
mainly about “residential” 
atmosphere and that means 
maintaining the status quo in 
“individual houses” not 
multiple dwellings which 
“overload traffic and schools 
and interrupt long-time views 
of the Gorge Waterways.” 

For Smith, the decision to 
sell was a natural 
progression: his children 
grew up and moved away; he 
and his wife noticed the first 


signs of dry-rot in their now- 
too-big home; and Mrs. Smith 
just can’t seem to handle an 
acre of gardening anymore, at 
least not the way she used to 
do. 

“So we decided to sell and 
move into a smaller place.” 

A lifetime resident of 
Esquimalt, he agreed to be 
interviewed “only if all the 
different sides of the story are 
told. 

“We used to keep the house 
like a showplace. But it just 
got to the point where we can’t 
keep it up anymore. So we 
decided to Sell and I don’t 
apologize. 

“I got the best price from a 
developer. I didn’t know what 
he planned then. I fought in 
two wars and I think I should 
be entitled to that. And you 
can also state if people of this 
block would just take a look at 
the developer’s plans, I’m 
sure the building will be an 
asset to the community.” 

The transaction was 
completed last October and 
the Smiths were assured they 
could stay in their 35-year-old 


home until June. 

In the meantime the Smiths 
took it day-to-day. The 
property, included in a 
development area, switched 
developers’ hands several 
times before it was purchased 
by Fairbum Holdings Ltd., 
headed by Larry Moore. The 
price he paid was $140,000. 

"At one point Mr. Moore 
told us we’d have to move out, 
but we pointed to our contract 
which said we stayed until 
June and he apologized. He 
hadn't understood,” explained 
Mrs. Smith. 

Heavy construction 
materials — hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth — 
began appearing on the site. 
Scaffolding and cement 
mixers and steel wiring were 
strewn on top of Mrs. Smith’s 
lillies of the valleys, while 
Moore took his blueprint plans 
to Esquimalt council for 
approval. 

But as the construction 
materials were loaded onto 
the property, neighbors began 
asking questions which 
erupted at a public awareness 


meeting more than a month 
ago. 

Smith silently attended the 
meeting organized by Aid. 
Terry Prentice to explain 
zoning requirements in the 
community. 

At the meeting, self- 
confessed “concerned 
citizen” Larry Mann, of 
nearby 1019 Arcadia, sparked 
hefty criticism of the 
proposal. As well as cir¬ 
culating protest literature 
which charged “erfough 
(development) is enough,” 
Mann petitioned council, 
wrote to the attorney-general, 
the provincial housing 
minister and started forming 
a community action group to 
watch over a council which, he 
claimed, was “letting 
developers in the back door.” 

“I decided to get involved 
when high-density started 
getting closer to home and I 
realized what else is hap¬ 
pening in the whole field of 
development,” Mann later 
explained. 

Mann moved to Esquimalt 
about 2Vi years ago after 


unsuccessfully campaigning 
for alderman in Oak Bay’s 
1971 election. He thinks 
Esquimalt council is allowing 
developers preferred in¬ 
formation about development 
areas before they are pen¬ 
cilled into a municipal map 
and “to stop this situation” 
he’ll consider running for 
alderman in Esquimalt. 

“Why should council allow 
high-density development on a 
duplex-zoned lot by declaring 
it a development area when 
there are already other 
suitable locations zoned for 
high-density?” he asked 
Prentice. 

These square bloody 
apartment blocks around here 
are eyesores. Council has to 
take a second look at the type 
of multiple housing people 
need.” 

Neighbors dared Prentice to 
turn the meeting into a public 
hearing on Moore’s proposal 
right there and then "to get 
apartments off Selkirk. Let’s 
do it now; downzone it.” 

Prentice refused, saying the 
plan had to be studied first by 


council and then would take 
its normal course before any 
public hearing was ad¬ 
vertised. 

Smith remained silent at the 
meeting because, h? said, 
“they wouldn’t have listened 
to me anyway.” And it was 
soon after that two new ad¬ 
ditions to the Smiths’ property 
were added. A Trespassers 
Will Be Prosecuted” sign and 
a “Do Not Enter” sign ap¬ 
peared at the entrance to their 
winding driveway on Selkirk. 

“We had to put up the signs 
after the meeting,” said Mrs. 
Smith. “People would just 
come wandering down to look 
at the house that was causing 
all the talk — little old ladies 
wandering in and chatting and 
pretending they didn’t know 
anyone still lived here, men 
walking their dogs and taking 
a look around. 

“You just didn’t know who 
was on the property.” 

And throughout. Smith still 
backs Moore’s right to 
develop the condominium. 

“I can see neighbors’ 
concerns, but Moore is 


providing parking. It’s not 
going to spoil anyone’s view of 
the Gorge and I just can’t see 
their thinking, especially after 
that screaming match at 
municipal hall.” 

The condominium will 
hardly be visible from the 
street, says Smith. “They’re 
going to try to keep some of 
the trees and there’s still room 
for landscaping on the acre 
after the condominium is 
built.” 

Moqre, on the other hand 
“won’t say anything, because 
anything I say would stir up 
more controversy. I’d much 
rather you just not mention 
anything. 

“It’s going to be a beautiful 
building, all the amenities, 
fully fireproof, and a healthy 
chunk to the municipality’s 
tax levy. The least said about 
jit, the better.” 

Any criticism of his $1 
million condominium is 
“completely stupid,” says 
Moore. “There’ll be no nitty 
gritty, no crap. It's a high 
development area with 150 per 


cent parking and will only be 
34 feet higher than the top of 
the rock formation fronting 
Selkirk. 

“The reason I picked the 
property was I wanted to build 
a condominium; I’m gunning 
for high-priced trade and it 
certainly won’t be a slum. I’m 
trying to provide something 
nice and people are bitching 
about it. 

Will* the land-use contract 
still being negotiated and 
Esquimalt council remaining 
relatively mum on its chances 
of approval, the Smiths are 
preparing to move out. 

Extra rugs and furniture, as 
well as the most-prized flower 
bulbs in the garden, have 
already been offered to 
friends and relatives. 

But there’s no possibility the 
Smiths will move into a 
condominium; 

“We’re not ready for that 
yet,” says Mrs. Smith. 
They’ve found “a nice little 
house in a different area” 
where there will be new neigh¬ 
bors.

Psychiatric care just child's play 


Mark is a six-year-old boy living with his parents on the 
eighth floor of a James Bay apartment building. 

He’s a healthy six-year-old. He loves to play, he has a 
| terrific amount of energy and he’s a bright, intelligent child. 

He also makes weekly visits to a psychiatrist. 

The cause of Mark’s problem is complex and .mainly 
1 manifested in aggressive behavior and an inability to get along 
with other kids. 

At the urging of the psychiatrist, Mark and his parents are 
moving to a house June 1. The move isn’t an instant cure and it’s 
not expected to solve everything, but it might help. 

The house has a backyard and that could be all-important to 
! Mark’s future sanity 

In one respect Mark shares a common problem with all 
1 children who live in apartments — he has no backyard to call his' 
I own. 

It may not sound like much, but to a developing child having 
I some place of his own is just as important as being fed nutritious 
I meals, the psychiatrist told Mark’s parents. 

Children, like most instinctive animals, establish 
[ territories. For most children that territory is a backyard that 
I he can either invite other children to play in or tell them to get 
I out of. 


When the territory isn’t there, a child may try to establish it 
in other places. 

That’s partly what Mark tried to do — in the classroom at 
school, on the school playground and in his dealings with other 
children. 

It resulted in quarrels and fist fights and finally a feeling 
that he didn’t belong anywhere. 

Children in apartments seldom get a chance to play and 
learn by themselves. That is caused by the lack of a backyard. 

At age four or five, a child who lives in a house is old enough 
to play by himself in the confines of a backyard, but the 
apartment child of four or five isn’t allowed to walk the two 
blocks to the neighborhood park by himself. 

He is almost always watched over by his parents or a 
babysitter. 

Children are not alone in their problems of coping with 
apartment living. 

Although apartment-dwellers aren’t the only ones sitting in 
psychiatrists’ waiting rooms, the isolation, loneliness and 
feelings of not belonging are common phenomena. 

The high-rise residents are suffering from one form of 
“future shock” listed in the book by Alvin Toffler. 

The quest for “minimum-involvement housing” has left 
people without traditional rural roots, without a strong sense of

They don’t get much in the 
1 way of sympathy, but 
apartment developers have 
| their problems, too. 

And whether you feel sorry 
[ for them or not, it does appear 
that building apartments is a 
much less attractive venture 
than it used to be—ironically, 

I at just the time when there is a 
crucial need for more rental 
I accommodation. 

Typical of the larger 
levelopers is Robert 
AcAdams, director of Park 
’acific Apartments Ltd. in 
Victoria. 

He cites several basic 
tbstacles in the way of anyone 
vishing to build an 
ipartment; Lack of available, 
lerviced land; the 
dramatically rising price of 
land; lebugthy , r te^oitffrg 
liassles with municipalities; 
inflated prices for .building 
materials and maintenance; 
and the current psycho¬ 
logical difficulties of people 
not wanting to live next door 
to apartments.” 

As if all this weren’t bad 
enough, McAdams says, the 
apartment owner is now faced 
with provincial government 
rent controls. 

“We’re subject to inflation 
like everyone else, yet now we 
can’t raise rents more than 
eight per cent a year. 

“It’s a fact that construction 
costs went up 20 per cent last 
year, and they’re expected to 
rise 25 per cent this year 


The costs of maintaining an 
apartment building—taxes, 
manager’s salary, fuel, even 
things like garden tools—can 
go up as much as 40 per cent.” 

McAdams says that in view 
of these rising costs borne by 
the apartment owner, to limit 
his rental revenue to an eight 
per cent increase is “a great 
inequity.” 

And the new suites that are 
available, he added, will have 
to charge higher and higher 
.rents from the very first. 

“Apartments aren’t built 
for the fun of it. They’re built 
to make an income.” 

McAdams says he and other 
developers have no objection 
to the government’s 
subsidizing tenants “who 
can’t pay the market price, 
the, people who really need 
help. 

But, he said, why wreck a 
market which is supplying an 
essential commodity with 
blanket rent controls? 

“Whenever you alter supply 
and demand you create a 
synthetic market, and in the 
end, whatever is available, is 
available at higher prices. 

The real problem—not only 
to the developer, but to the 
public seeking 
accommodation—is the 
prospect of fewer and fewer 
apartments being built. 

“We have to pass on costs,” 
McAdams points out. “The 
moment we can’t pass on our 
costs, we quit doing it 
(building apartments.)” 


McAdams’ company, along 
with all its counterparts, is 
seriously reassessing its 
development plans. 

“Our plans now are for 
more condominiums, single¬ 
family homes and office 
buildings. 

“Right now, there is no 
rental accommodation 
planned. Other forms of 
investment bring much less 
problems and higher return 
than apartments.” 

The next few years, 
McAdams says, will see 
“fewer and fewer apartments 
built” as a result of higher 
costs and controlled rents. 

Condominiums will likely 
become more and more 
popular, not only to the 
prospective builder but also to 
the public for whom single¬ 
family homes are becoming 
priced out of reach. 

In the meantime, what 
happens to the small 
apartment owner who has his 
money tied up in one or two 
apartments? His costs are 
going up, too, and his rent 
income is pegged. 

"I imagine he’s worried,” 
McAdams says. “I don’t like 
to predict what will happen, 
but he might have no choice 
but to cut back on services and 
maintenance.” 

So, any way you look at it, ii 
the developer starts hurting, 
then the public stands to lose 
as well. 


“home” and with a feeling of’transience and insecurity, Toffler 
said. 

Especially for people moving from a rural area to an urban 
centre, the shock of adjustment can be just too much. 

Apartments can cause some unexpected problems— like 
marriage breakdown. 

Jake Martenade is a Victoria marriage counsellor and, 
while apartments aren’t usually the main source of marital 
strife, they can sure help it along, he says. 

“The whole problem is space or actually the lack of it,” 
Martenade said. 

“Figure that a couple living by themselves in an apartment 
with one bedroom, a living room, a kitchen, a bathroom and a 
hall have nowhere to go except out to get out of each other’s hair 
for awhile 

“A lot of people can handle the situation but a lot of them 
have trouble.” 

Houses usually have a workshop or a den or a recreation 
room where one partner can get away, but short of locking 
themselves in the bathroom, the apartment couple is stuck with 
each other. 

“The only thing left for them to do is actually leave the 
apartment, which can work fine for some people, but in others it 
creates a great feeling of anxiety, even if the partner is just 
walking around the block,” Martenade said. 


“The husband or wife keeps wondering just exactly where 
the other person is.” 

Martenade has no quick solution, except to say that it takes 
time and effort to overcome the anxiety. If all else fails, he 
advises, move into a house and try again. 

But what’s known as the Fourth Flopr Syndrome, the theory 
that the feeling of isolation from the real world is heightened the 
higher up you live, obviously doesn’t affect everyone. 

To many retired people an apartment is the perfect answer. 
It’s a release from the big house, a garden that needs tending 
and grass that needs mowing. 

Tony Roberts, padre of Victoria Veterans’ Hospital and 
himself a highrise dweller in James Bay’s Orchard Houre, said 
most of the people he comes in contact with are happy with the 
roof over their heads. 

“I seldom have anyone complain that they feel tucked away 
or that nobod cares about them.” 

The difference between coping or not coping with life in an 
apartment may be in the choosing. 

Someone who lives on the 22nd storey by choice knew what 
he was getting into and was prepared for it. 

It’s the unlucky ones who live in apartments only because 
there is no place else for rent who feel the effects of the Fourth 
Floor Syndrome. 


Robert McAdams views block-lined skyline 


Imagine, if you will, an 
inebriated apartment dweller 
reeling homeward after an 
evening’s carousing. 

A blurred locational sense 
takes him to the wrong 
apartment block but, by some 
freakish chance, his key fits 
both outer and inner doors. 

Unerringly, our bleary-eyed 
celebrant finds his way to the 
bathroom, thence, to the 
kitchen to brew some black, 
coffee and so to bed . . . 

The moral of this little fable 
is not to show the perils of the 
demon rum, but to illustrate 
perhaps the most obvious 
feature of the modern 
apartment—its consistency in 
duplicating itself almost 
endlessly, like some 
monolithic amoeba. 

If the process were only one 
of internal repetition, 
probably few would object. 
But it is the external evidence 
of this remorseless 
reproductive cycle, spreading 
across Greater Victoria’s 
skyline with deadening 
monotony, that has been and 
still is responsible for much of 
the public criticism directed 
against apartment 
development in general. 

Casa This or Vista That, the 
lawn-fronted, stucco-faced, 
balcony-hung frame 
apartment building has 
become the most predictable 
feature of our urban 
landscape in the past 20 years, 
and there isn’t the slightest 
indication that things will be 
any different in the years 
ahead. 


parameters of the design 
function set by economics are 
minimal—“you can only build 
so much suite for so much 
money”—but believes there is 
still room for good design, and 
better use of materials than 
Victoria apartments 
generally receive. 

While esthetics can’t be 
divorced from economics, he 
says, it must be recognized. 
that design is a function of 
good planning, “an attempt to 
achieve unity, balance, 
structural integrity, an 
expression of scale . . 

In other words, design is a 
total, complex function which 
embraces such fundamental 
considerations as the initial 
sitting of the apartment in 
relation both to its immediate 
location and the surrounding 
area, and the amount of 
sunshine each unit will 
receive. 

Unfortunately, says 
Williams, some local 
designers and the developers 
they work for tend to think 
that esthetic demands are 
fulfilled by liberal helpings of 
“cosmetic applique,” and 
they have "no real 
understanding of the 
vernacular they are using.” 

Even recognizing such 
shortcomings, however, 
Williams readily admits: “If 
the extra money is available I 
would rather see it spent on 
providing another 50 feet of 
floor space in each unit than 
on external dressing up.” 

One improvement Williams 
would like to see is the 


Oh there are minor 
distinctive features, 
admittedly—a mansard here, 
a mock-Tudor sprinkling of 
beams there, various other 
“cosmetic applique” touches, 
in the words of a local 
architect. 

But the basic product is 
virtually identical to its 
forebears in almost every 
case; a squat, slabby block 
with a central corridor 
running the length of the 
building, leading to 
apartments designed on the 
modular principle. 

The buildings are well- 
engineered, guaranteed to 
stand up in a high wind, 
functionally efficient. They 
provide comfortable, well- 
heated accommodation at 
what is, all things considered, 


a not unreasonable price. 
They even have such luxuries 
as sauna baths. 

But, but, but. . . do they all 
have to look the same? Can’t 
developers and the people who 
design their buildings 
exercise a little more 
imaginative innovation? 

The simple answer is they 
can, and they could have done 
so in the past, but for one all- 
important overriding factor. 
Economics. 

As a city planning official 
explained, housing, like 
almost any other commodity 
today, h»s acquired the 
“mass-produced staple gun 
approach.” 

Repetition means time and 
cost saving at every stage of 
the project, from preparation 
of working drawings through 


actual construction to the 
add j ng of drapes, rugs and 
other decorative touches. 

The plumber doesn’t have to 
,be told where to go “and what 
to do because he’s done it all a 
score of times already, in 
other buildings from the same 
mold. 

“Take that basic box shape, 
for example,’’ says the 
planner. “Adding even the 
slightest kink to it, or some 
sort of stepped-back effect to 
inject a bit of interest and 
variety, pushes up the cost 
enormously. 

“And if the cost to the 
developer goes up, you can bet 
he’ll pass that on in higher 
rents. Would tenants be 
prepared to pay, say, $50 more 
a month just for better 
esthetics which many of them 
may not even notice?” 

The same official admits 
that zoning controls 
thpms«»lves tend to “constrain 
innovative design,” in laying 
down inflexible standards for 
how much setback should be 
provided, separation from the 
flanking properties, parking 
provisions and so on. 

All too often the effect of 
these regulations is to create a 
manicured frontage to the 
apartment which “gives the 
motorist something to look 
at," whereas greater latitude 
in municipal zoning might 
achieve far more intelligent 
use of the site to the direct 
advantage of the apartment 
tenants. 

Victoria architect Terry 
Williams concedes that the 


provision of a greater variety 
of units within an apartment 
block, ranging from three and 
four-bedroom family units on 
the ground floor to smaller 
units above and bachelor 
suites on the top floors. 

He also believes the general 
design of buildings in the city 
would be improved if 
municipalities enforced 
through their own bylaws a 
section of the Architectural 
Professions Act, requiring 
plans for all projects in excess 
of $50,000 to be submitted 
under an architect’s seal. 

Architect David Hambleton, 
who is chairman of the city’s 
fledgling Advisory Design 
Panel, supports that view. 
About 95 per cent of all 
apartment buildings in the 


metropolitan area are 
designed by a small handful of 
design firms with no 
professional architectural 
involvement, he says. 

Technically, he admits, 
such firms are “practising 
outside the law,” but the 
situation appears to be tacitly 
accepted by all concerned and 
there has been no municipal 
move to get tough with the 
designer. 

(When such a proposal was 
aired in the city of Victoria 
about two years ago, Mayor 
Peter Pollen said it smacked 
of a closed-shop policy. If the 
West End of Vancouver was 
any example, he said, 
architectural involvement 
was no guarantee of a good 
product.) 


A legal source, however, 
said he can’t understand why 
the architects themselves are 
so “gutless” as to tolerate the 
daily contraventions of the 
legislation. 

“I’m certain their institute 
could prosecute under this act 
and win a conviction,” he 
added. 

Hambleton said that in the 
design panel’s first year of 
existence there has been a. 
marked change in the attitude 
of developers, builders and 
designers. Most of them 
consider the establishment of 
the advisory group a good 
move, and they have been 
“quite civic-minded’’ in 
responding to the panel’s 
suggestions. 

Victoria’s future for higher 
density residential 
accommodation rests to a 
large extent in the townhouse 
or attached housing concept, 
which provides efficient use of 
ever-scarcer land yet giveS 
the individual a sense of 
identity, privacy and 
territoriality. 

Says Hambleton: “I feel 
there is a transition between 
the type of person who wants a 
full-fledged house and the 
person who wants to live in an 
apartment. 

“This is the sort of halfway 
situation where they have 
souieiliing of llieir own—a 
fairly small, compact living 
unit but in touch with the 
ground, with its own patio and 
private entrance.

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Bitter road seldom leads to suite 


Some people in Greater 
Victoria claim their families 
are breaking up and their 
careers being ruined by the 
lack of apartment 
accommodation. 

Landlords can afford to be 
choosey in selecting new 
tenants because of the 
shortage of accommodation— 
and they are. 

Young men who might enjoy 
parties, young women with 
boy friends, and in particular 
families with young children 
are on the suspect list when 
they go looking for a roof over 
their heads. 

‘There’s so little in the way 
of accommodation, that one 
fellow who had an ad in the 
paper for a suite to rent got 286 
phone inquiries in two days,” 
said Brian Logan, father of 
five, who spent four months 
living in a motel while looking 
for a place for his family. 

‘‘My kids are just 
deteriorating because of the 
insecurity,” said Logan. 
“They sense that a motel isn’t 
home.” 

His next door neighbor, a 


man with six children, who 
had lived at the motel for 
some months, went to work 
one day and returned when 
one of his children was badly 
injured in a car accident. 

“There’s no place to play 
here, so the child ran into the 
road,” said Logan. 

"I have a job I could go to, 
but I’m staying with the kids 
until we have some place to 
call home, because it’s just 
about impossible to get a 
homemaker into this kind of 
temporary situation.” 

Logan said over a period of 
months he had followed up 
every ad in the newspapers. 

“It doesn’t seem to matter 
how soon I get to the paper, 
every place is taken by the 
time I call.” 

He thinks one reason for his 
rejection was the size of his 
family. 

"I’ve seen places with four 
bedrooms, that might take a 
family with two children, but 
they won’t take a larger 
family even though there is; 
room. 

“I guess they’re worried 


about the possibility of 
damage—and I know there 
are families that literally 
destroy something in a matter 
of weeks, but there should be a 
way of sorting these families 
out.” 

Logan said he has travelled 
extensively in Europe, and 
always been able to find 
accommodation. 

“It’s inevitable that the 
government will have to step 
in and start providing council 
housing,” he added. 

Dianne Smethers and her 
24-year-old daughter have 
moved in with friends until 
they can find a suitable 
apartment. 

“I have an apartment I’ve 
been living in for about six 
months but there are too 
many problems there—I just 
don’t feel safe,” she said “I 
worry about the place blowing 
up because of troubles with 
the oil stove.” 

Her search for housing is 
complicated because she is on 
welfare and is limited in the 
amount of rent she can pay. 

“There are some nice 


suites, but they won’t allow 
kids. I’ve lost my temper on 
occasion and asked people if 
they don’t have kids of their 
own, or what I’m supposed to 
do with my daughter—just get 
rid of her?” 

“The only places you can 
get if you have children are 
dumps. Do you realize there 
are even places which will 
allow animals, but won’t allow 
children?” 

So she searches the ads, and 
keeps getting the same 
answers—sorry the place has 
gone; sorry we don’t take 
children; sorry, but. . . . 

And then there was the 
Indian girl who came in from 
a reserve to take a course at 
Camosun College. 

She had two children, and 
an urge to get an education so 
that she could rear them in 
relative comfort. 

She had to abandon the 
course, and with it her hope 
for the future, because there 
was no accommodation in 
Victoria.

young men, ages 20 and 21, in 
search of apartments. 

“Landlords told us straight 
out that they didn’t want to 
take two men of our age,” said 
Barry Peck. “We went round 
and round, tracking 
everything in sight, and we 
couldn’t begin to find a 
place.” 

Of course the story isn’t 
entirely one-sided. 

Many landlords have horror 
stories of the damage done to 
apartments by young people 
during parties, or by families 
during normal occupancy, 
and they say that where there 
is room they normally try to 
assess the person looking for 
accommodation. 

“It’s the old story of one bad 
apple spoiling things for 
everyone,” said Gordon 
Dickson, manager at 
Olympics Court. 

“I’ve taken the chance on 
young people before now,” 
said Dickson. “Sometimes it’s 
worked out, and sometimes it 
hasn’t. But if you get a lot of 
damage you get more 
worried. 

“Some of these young 
people get carried away, and 
when you ask them to quiet 
down for the rest of the 
tenants they ignore you, and 
seem to think they can do just 
as they please.” 

There are only one-bedroom 
apartments at Olympics so 
the question of families in 
residence doesn’t arise. 

At another apartment block 
the manager tries to get 
references for would-be 
tenants. 

“We have had university 
students here who have been 
nothing but trouble,” said the 
manager, “and we’ve had 
students who can come back 
anytime they want.” 

Problems have included 
pranks like pulling fire 
alarms, or taking fire 
extinguishers, or stupid 
behavior in elevators. 

“Quite often the problem 
has been jwt with tenants but 
with their guests who don’t 


feel responsible for anything, 
but even so our only recourse 
is to evict.” 

And, said the manager, 
there are a limited number of 
families in the apartment— 
Royal Arcadia. 

“We do take children on the 
ground floor, as long as they 
abide by the rules, and don’t 
play in the halls, or make too 
much noise. 

“We don’t allow them 
upstairs because of the noise 
of them running around, and 
the danger of them climbing 
off balconies.” 

Harold Lipp is property 
manager at The Seaport and 
The Lord Harley, neither of 
which accepts young children. 

“We accept mature 
children, perhaps children 
over the age of 14 if they seem 
mature enough, but we always 
interview them first,” said 
Lipp 

“When you have a block like 
this with 156 suites, the 
majority of them occupied by 
adults, the other tenants don’t 
want the inconvenience of 
children,” said Lipp. 

The majority of the one- 
bedroom suites are occupied 
by young men, said Lipp, 
“and we consider them an 
asset to our organization.” 

However, he said, ground

new tenants—for instance 
there are to be no loud 
parties—and they are firmly 
enforced. 

“We always have at least 
two people on duty, and they 
don’t put up with trouble. We 
don’t hesitate to evict if we 
run into problems,” said Lipp. 

Young women, he said, are 
no better as tenants than 
young men. 

Young men, he said, might 
want to have parties but with 
young women the continual 
visits of boy friends could 
upset other tenants. 

“We just interview our 
tenants first and make sure 
they are going to fit into this 
organization,” said Lipp. 

“They have to realize that 
they have to consider other 
people, as well as expecting 
other people to be considerate 
of them. 

“If they can’t accept that we 
would rather they didn’t come 
in here.” 

Although the rules may 
seem hard on people looking 
for accommodation, Lipp 
pointed out that the problems 
caused by the wrong tenants 
can be costly to a landlord. 

“It doesn’t take long for an 
unruly party to ruin an 
apartment, and if a manager 
has had a bad experience with 
a certaiif age group, 1 can 
certainly see why he would 


turn away anyone else in that | 
group. 

“After all, undesirabl* 
tenants not only cost money in -

“To single out these 
workers — or any others — as 
the arbitrary victims of a 
wage freeze would cause 
untold resentment, untold 
hardship and unimaginable 
disruption.” 

The system of controls, 
which is supposed to follow the 
freeze, is just as unworkable 
and unfair. \ 

“Here again Tory 
spokesmen have evaded the 
real issues, taking refuge in 
the feeble excuse that they 
will devise the system of 
controls during the freeze 
period. 

“We can’t let them get away 
with that. 

“Canadians have a right to 
know now, before voting day, 
what kind of control system 
the Torites have in mind. 

“Canadians have a right to 
know what kind of massive 
bureaucracy will be required 
to administer a system of 
controls — especially in view 
of the persistent Conservative 
railing against government 
spending and government 
bureaucracy. 

“Canadians have a right to 
some assurance that the front 
line of battle against inflation 
won’t yet again, as it has in 
the past, be manned solely by 
wage and salary earners and 
those on low and fixed in¬ 
comes. 

“They have a right to know 
that the Cadillac crowd won’t 
once again be safely en¬ 
camped in the rear of the 
battle calling the shots from 
their fur-lined fox holes — 
their tax shelters, their ex¬ 
pense accounts, their capital 
gains earnings,” said Lewis. 

The threats, he added, are 
most serious for unorganized 
workers who do not have the 
bargaining power to meet the 
price and wage formula. 

However, the NDP is 
equally opposed to the 
“Liberal cop-out.” 

“Government and 
Parliament have no right to 
wash their hands of respon¬ 
sibility.” 

His party wants action to 
ease the burden of the rising 
cost of living, and to slow 
down the rate of increase in 
important areas.

A substantial cut in income 
tax for middle or low income 
families. 

A substantial increase in old 
age pensions and the 
guaranteed income sup¬ 
plement.

Legal voyage slow 


The legal journey of the 
1,454-ton Japanese stern 
trawler Kayo Maru II began 
this week in Victoria 
provincial court but barely 
cleared harbor in the single 
day assigned to it. 

As a result, skipper Tatsuya 
Itoh won’t know until Sep¬ 
tember at the earliest his fate 
on a two-count charge laid 
under the Coastal Fisheries 
Protection Act after a Queen 
Charlotte Sound incident last 
Feb. 12. 

Only three of an estimated 
dozen witnesses testified 
Wednesday on the charge that 


Itoh unlawfully entered 
Canadian fisheries waters and 
was aboard a vessel that 
fished unlawfully in those 
waters. 

One was a brief technical 
witness and the other two 
were Canadian Armed Forces 
pilots whose Tracker aircraft 
sighted the 313-foot trawler 
near Triangle Island in the 
sound. 

Much of their testimony also 
was technical but it was 
learned the Tracker was on a 
military exercise and was 
acting as a reconnaissance 
plane plotting radar pictures 


of ships in the area and 
passing the word back to 
operations. 

Co-pilot Captain Angus 
Duncan, asked to mark on a 
map where the Koyo Maru II 
was first sighted, placed it an 
estimated 7‘6 miles inside a 
line which indicated where 
foreign vessels were 
prohibited. 

Navigator Captain Daryl 
Harden made numerous 
marks to show how he had 
followed the trawler from the 
place where it was first seen 
until it went outside the line. 

Prosecutor Digby Kier and 
defence lawyer Alan Pat¬ 


terson were unable to com¬ 
plete examination of the third 
witness. He will resume the 
stand when the trial is called 
again Sept. 9. 

It is expected to take that 
day in Judge William Ostler’s 
court and at least one more. 
Even then, judgment may be 
delayed. 

The Koyo Maru II was 
released on bond in February 
and now is in Japanese 
waters. Itoh and two other 
persons were flown to Victoria 
from Japan by their company 
for the trial and will face a 
similar trip in September.

“The public interest can 
only be served’’ by strong 
punishment for anyone guilty 
of repeated infractions of 
narcotics laws, Judge William 
Ostler said this week in 
Victoria provincial court. 

With that, he imposed a jail 
terfh of three months on 
Ranald Arthur Glass, 36, of 702 
Esquimalt, for a fourth 
narcotics-possession con¬ 
viction in about 18 months. 

Glass pleaded guilty to a 
charge of possession of a 
small amount of marijuana 
May 8 when he was searched 
at Victoria police station. He 
had been taken there 
following an incident in 
Bastion Square 

Prosecutor Nick Lang said 
Glass had a record of similar 
convictions Nov. 18, 1972, and 
Aug. 20 and Sept 19 last year. 

Defence lawyer Douglas 
Christie said all three cases, 
like the one this month, in¬ 
volved minimal amounts of 
marijuana. He urged a fine 
because Glass was of a ner¬ 
vous disposition that was 
aggravated by confinement. 

Ostler said some nervous 
persons undoubtedly suffer 
more in jail than others but 
“the way to avoid it” was to 
stop use of prohibited nar¬ 
cotics. 

He said he could not ignore 
the repeated infractions of the 
laws—“it’s the defiance of the 
law, the contumacious 
character, that concerns me.” 


A remand to June 13 to allow 
mental examinations was 
ordered by Ostler for Duncan 
area resident Robin Patrick 
Lee, 29. 

Lee was charged with 
criminally negligent driving 
Wednesday in the Colwood 
area. RCMP said outside 
court a car was chased from 


the Victoria airport, where a 
uniformed worker narrowly 
escaped injury, to Millstream 
and Trans-Canada Highway. 

The chase ended there, 
police said, when they parked 
a tractor-trailer across 
Millstream and a speeding 
vehicle was forced to slow 
down.

Gorge and Boxing Club plan appeal 


Another page has turned in 
the months-long saga con¬ 
cerning the fate of two Vic¬ 
toria teams playing in the 
Vancouver-based B.C. Soccer 
League. 

The B.C. Soccer Com¬ 
mission has ruled that Vic¬ 
toria Gorge Molsons and 
Victoria London Boxing Club 
will not be allowed to par¬ 
ticipate in the BCSL next 
season and the teams must, 
under regionalization plans 
announced last year, join the 
Vancouver Island Soccer 
League. 


Gorge and Boxing Club 
officials have been opposed to 
the regionalization concept on 
the grounds that a team 
should be allowed to play in 
the highest calibre of soccer 
league available, and that 
players would lose op¬ 
portunities of being selected to 
national teams if they were 
restricted to playing on the 
Island. 

Officials of both teams will 
be meeting soon to prepare a 
joint appeal to the commission 
and, if necessary, to the 


Canadian Soccer Association. 

The regionalization ruling 
was outlined in a letter from 
Alec Kemp of Vancouver, 
secretary of the B.C. Soccer 
Commission and it contained 
a clause that both teams feel 
is ambiguous. 

“The B.C. Soccer Com¬ 
mission is prepared to meet at 
any time with the B.C. Soccer 
League and the Vancouver 
Island Soccer League to 
discuss interlocking or inter¬ 
district league or playoff 
schedules,” the letter states. 


Officials from both clubs 
will seek clarification of that 
point at a BCSL meeting later 
this month in Vancouver. 

And they’ll also be 
enquiring whether or not the 
commission ruling applies to 
both teams and players. 

“Our players have been 100 
per cent in favor of playing in 
the best league possible,” said 
Bill Barr, manager of London 
Boxing Club, “and they’ve 
told us they would retire or try 
to earn a spot with one of the 
Mainland teams rather than 


drop down to the Island 
league.” 

Gorge players have voiced 
similar sentiments to coach 
Dave Keith and manager 
Lloyd Strickland. 

“We believe that Victoria 
soccer fans deserve to see the 
best teams in the province 
play here,” Strickland added, 
“and Victoria has had a team 
in the Pacific Coast League 
(forerunner to the BCSL) for 
many years. Why should that 
be changed now?”

BOSTON - Bobby Orr 
decided to do something about 
it, and that was all Boston 
Bruins needed Thursday night 
to prolong the Stanley Cup 
final. 


Taking charge from the 
start and turning in a 
magnificent two-way per¬ 
formance, Orr led his club to 
an impressive 5-1 victory over 
Philadelphia Flyers in a bitter 
battle. 

The result left the Bruins 
trailing, 2-3, in the best-of- 
seven series with the sixth 
game due Sunday afternoon in 
Philadelphia, where the 
Flyers are unbeaten in the 
1974 playoffs. 

Not even chippy, brawling 
play which produced 138 
penalty minutes could take 
the spotlight away from Orr. 

The 26-year-old veteran, 
good but not really near his 
old self in previous games, 
came up with what was 
perhaps his finest game of the 
season. He was balked at least 
five times by Bernie Parent in 
the first period, managing 
“only” the assist on the goal 
by Greg Sheppard which sent 
Bruins into the second period 
at 1-0. 

But not even Parent, who 
had another standout game 
despite the five pucks which 
escaped him, could hold On- 
off in the second period. 

With the Flyers even after a 
sudden goal and looking as if 
they might be able to turn 
things, Orr scored goals five 
minutes apart and there was 
never a doubt after that. 

Ken Hodge and Don Mar- 
cotte, two players who hadn’t 
been having a very productive 
final, scored early and late, 
respectively, in the last period 
to make the final score a fair 
reflection of the Boston 
margin in this one. 

Up against a team that was 
doing some forcing of its own, 
the Flyers had their poorest 
game of the final. They 
threatened only sporadically, 
and were in contention until 
late in the second period only 
because Parent was con¬ 
siderably out of the ordinary 
in making 16 first-period 
stops. The continual parade to 
the penalty box seemed to 
disrupt the Flyer attack, and 
team-leader Bobby Clarke, 
perhaps tired from his 
penalty-killing efforts, was 
not as prominent as usual on 
offence. 

Responding to the in¬ 
spiration provided by Orr, the 
Bruins were generally im¬ 
proved. They were full of 
fight, and let it be known early 
that they didn’t intend to be 
outmuscled. 

Bruins got some fine goaling 
from Gilles Gilbert, who made 
great stops just before and 
just after Sheppard’s goal, 
and then beat Don Saleski just 
after Orr had scored what was 
to become the winning goal. 

Sheppard, a standout in the 
first two playoff rounds but 
muzzled quite effectively by 
the Flyers in the first four 
games, was another standout 
and added two assists to his 
11th playoff goal. 

The Flyers had trouble with 
Orr right from the start. Tom 
Bladon pulled him down 
behind the Philadelphia goal 
after only 71 seconds, and Orr 
almost completely dominated 
the next few minutes. 

He forced Parent to make 
four fine stops, and also sent 
rookie A1 Sims in on a neat 
pass before drawing a penalty 
for an irritated slash at the 
clutching Ross Lonsberry. 

The enforced two-minute 
rest was the breather On- 
needed at the moment, and 
the Bruins went ahead only 13 


seconds after he had finished 
serving time. • 

He got a break with Shep¬ 
pard, accepted a return pass 
and cut in on the right side. 
But he fell over Parent, and 
the puck was put in by the 
alert Sheppard, in position to 
get at it when it slid loose. 

From there, Orr was merely 
outstanding until he picked 
the Bruins up again after the 
Flyers made it 1-1 with a 
dubious-looking, and sloppy 
goal. Bill Flett, who had come 
out of the penalty box, looked 
offside when he accepted a 
pass, and he appeared to be in 
the crease when Bill Clement 


shot the puck past the prone 
Gilbert. 

Orr started the play for 
Boston’s second goal with a 
typical rush and clever pass 
which put Sheppard in for a 
dangerous shot. Parent got a 
piece of the puck, and it 
deflected off him to rebound 
off a post — right to Orr, who 
quickly backhanded it past 
defenceman Jim Watson, who 
tried a leg save, and Bernie 
Parent, who reached too late. 

Dallas Smith started the 
play for the third Boston goal, 
carrying into the comer and 
before Hodge came in to slide 
a pass into the slot area, Orr 


was there, and he got away a 
shot which left Parent 
helpless. 

Play had barely begun when 
referee Ron Newell called the 
first two of the 38 penalties he 
was to assess. 

The first matchup, bringing 
major penalties, was between 
Boston-defenceman Carol 
Vadnais, and Dave Schultz, 
the Philadelphia enforcer 
whose sole interest throughout 
seemed to be in stirring up 
trouble. 

It was easy. Seven penalties 
were called before the game 
was two and a half minutes 
old, and at 2:28 there were 


four Flyers in the penalty box 
at one time along with three 
Bruins. 

Schultz, whose record 
playoff total is now 137 
minutes (the former record, 
held by John Ferguson, was a 
mere 80 minutes), drew two 
major penalties, one minor 
penalty and a game 
misconduct which cost him a 
$100 fine. 

The last fling for Schultz 
was an effort to get into a fight 
with Vadnais, and this 
brought him a minor as well 
as a misconduct penalty. 


CFL frets over Hall 
but other worries fade 


Financial fortunes of the 
Canadian Football League 
appear to have brightened 
considerably during the past 
week, but it is a continuing 
story of hard times for the 
CFL’s Hall of Fame, built in 
Hamilton at a cost of $400,000 
after 10 years of discussion. 

Money woes of the Hall are 
reflected in a deficit of $30,000 
from the first year of 
operation and the attendance 
count — two or three 
customers per hour. 

To make things worse, two 
Hamilton architects have 
suggested in reports that the 
building be torn down because 
it occupies land in the city 
centre suitable for the site of a 
new library. 

However, Hamilton mayor 
Vic Copp calls that suggestion 
“preposterous” while CFL 
commissioner Jake Gaudaur 
said of the problem: 

“I think we need a form of 
management that can 
generate more revenue for 
the Hall. But I don’t want to be 
critical of present 
management.” 

Another of Gaudaur’s 
problems — the threat of 
wholesale player raids on CFL 
teams by the new World 
Football League - was shoved 
onto the shelf for one year 
more by a decision that was 
more a stay of execution than 
a reprieve. 

Gary Davidson, president of 
the WFL, declared a semi¬ 
peace with the Canadian 
League and thus destroyed a 
lot of bargaining power of 
import players who are trying 
to use the WFL as a lever to 
pry more money out of 
Canadian club6. 

“We will not challenge the 
CFL option clause,” Davidson 
said in New York. “We may 
sign players as futures but 
they must play out their 
contracts up there before they 
can play for one of our clubs. 

“I realize that what I said 
earlier sounded as if we’d raid 
by job lots and we would have, 
too, if the Canadian govern¬ 
ment had passed that 
legislation forcing Toronto 


Northmen to leave the 
country. 

“Sure, the Northmen are 
now the Memphis Southmen - 
for at least one year -but the 
league is still able to establish 
franchises in Canada. As a 
matter of fact, we’ll be of¬ 
fering both Toronto and 
Vancouver franchises for 
1975.” 

Jim Pattison, owner of 
Vancxwver Blazers of the 
World Hockey Association, 
holds the WFL franchise 
rights for Vancouver and is 
believed considering a jump 
into the football arena in 
opposition to the B.C. Lions. 

That is now at least a year 
away and CFL clubs such as 


the Lions have more time to 
prepare for survival. 

Before Davidson’s decision, 
the Lions were apparently 
facing a revolt by their import 
players, of whom eight are 
going into their option year 
and far from happy with 
salary offers from B.C. 
manager Jackie Parker. 

Except for Canadian all- 
star linebacker Ray Nettles - 
due to jump to the WFL 
Florida Sharks next year - 
unsigned imports have 
received offers that would 
increase salaries an average 
of only $1,500, once a healthy 
raise in the CFL but con¬ 
sidered a paltry sum since the 
WFL got into the football act. 


Blanehin may be ready 
for next hockey season 

Indications are that injuries suffered last week by Wayne 
Bianchin of Nanaimo will not keep him out of the National 
Hockey League next season. 

Bianchin; a 20-year-old left winger with Pittsburgh 
Penguins, suffered a broken neck in a surfing accident while 
holidaying in Hawaii. 

First reports indicated the iujuiy could have ended hi* 
hockey career but a team official said this week Bianchin will 
return to Pittsburgh for an examination by an orthopedic 
surgeon and will probably be able to attend training camp in 
September. 


Parker knows that his 
veteran imports, hearing of 
the inflated salaries being 
offered by National Football 
league and WFL clubs, are 
going to have itchy feet and 
talk about leaving football or 
playing out options, but it is 
doubtful if Jackie will be able 
to get much of a boost in the 
planned salary budget. 

Hit by a $160,728 operating 
deficit last year, the Lions 
admit they can’t fight in the 
same financial arena with the 
WFL and will probably insist 
that new contracts be 
negotiated on the basis of 
what the team can afford. 

Before Parker opens 
training camp in about five 
weeks, the import veterans 
will consider such things as 
the $1 across-the-board ticket 
increase, quarterback Don 
Moorhead’s three-year, no-cut 
contract of $500,000 per season 
for the next three years, the 
$105,000 total offered 
Canadian defensive-end Bill 
Baker for the same period and 
fat pacts signed by jumpers to 
the WFL. 

Davidson may let him keep 
what he has, but available 
money may not be enough to 
allow the Lions to build a team 
capable of overcoming the 
possible challenge of a WFL 
team in Vancouver next year.

Karen finds a way 
to combat boredom 


For Karen Egger, two* 
things come easily — sports 
and school. 

The slim 17-year-old showed 
how easy things could be on 
the athletic field Thursday 
when she won three events 
and helped her Esquimau 
team to two third-place 
finishes in the 28th annual 
greater Victoria Senior 
Secondary track and field 
meet at Centennial Stadium. 

One of the top students in 
Grade 12 at Esquimau, she 
started with a victory in the 
girls’ high jump event, 
leaping five feet, four-and-a- 
half inches. 

From there, she had to 
scurry to run in the 100-metre 
hurdles, which she won in a 
tussle with Gail Gummer of 
Mount View. 

Less than an hour later, she 
ran the second leg of the 4 x 
100-metre relay. 

She had an hour and a half 
before her next event — the 
long jump — but she could 
hardly sit still for the in¬ 
terview. 

“No, it’s not that tiring,” 
she said. “It keeps me going, j 
don’t get bored.” 

Track meets being what 
they are, things got a little 
behind in the field events and 
it was well into the afternoon 
before Miss Egger got back 
into action again. 

This time, it was the anchor 
leg of the 4 x 400-metre relay 
and she gave a good effort to 
catch second-place Claremont 
before getting nipped by a 
couple of feet at the finish. 

Then it was over to the long- 
jump pit. She won that event 
with a leap of 17 feet, capping 
a long day. 

She was selected the out¬ 
standing performer in girls’ 
field events for her high-jump 
victory. 

For someone who has 
seriously taken up track and 
field for only one year, it was a 
remarkable feat. 

“Last summer, Ron Bowker 
started coaching me. We went 
to two meets in Calgary and I 
really enjoyed them. Ron’s 
done a fantastic job with the 
track team this year ” 

Miss Egger joined the 
Esquimalt Athletics Club this 
year. The club was formed by 
Bowker this year and she left 
the Victoria Track Club, to 
which she belonged last year. 

Track and field isn’t her 
only athletic pursuit. She's 
also an exceptional vollyball 
player. 


She has been selected 
(along with Shelley Godfrey of 
Lansdowne Junior High) to 
the B.C. women’s volleyball 
team which will compete in 
the Canada Winter Games 
next February in Lethbridge. 

The team (all under iy 
years of age) will go to Hawaii 
for the Pacific Rim cham¬ 
pionship. Teams from 
California, Hawaii, Japan, 
Korea and the B.C. squad will 
participate. 

It Will be the biggest trip for 
Miss Egger, who was also 
selected as one of six alter¬ 
nates named to the national 
team. She only joined the 
Victoria Volleyball Club a 
year ago. She attributes some 
of the success in her high 
jumping to the jump training 
she receives in volleyball. 

She also takes time to 
participate in cross-country, 
which she describes as “really 
hard.” 


On top of that, she’s also 
excels in tennis ( a city age- 
group champion at age 12) 
and skiing.

Mt. Douglas has done it 
again. 

The defending champions 
dominated the relays and got 
record-breaking per¬ 
formances from Chuck 
Champion, Tom Griffin and 
Don Tillie to easily win its 
seventh consecutive team 
championship at the 28th 
Annual Greater Victoria 
senior secondary track and 
field meet at Centennial 
Stadium. 

Mt. Douglas finished with 
593 points, 101 ahead of run¬ 
ner-up Claremont and 173 
ahead of third place 
Esquimalt. 

Mt. Doug relay teams won 
the 4x400 in both the girls’ and 
boys’ “A” events and took 
first place in the 4x100 boys’ 
and second place in the 4x100 
girls’ relay. 

Champion, who set two 
records, repeated as the 
outstanding performer in 
boys’ field events, while Ulla 
Hansen of Mt. Douglas was 
named the outstanding per¬ 
former in the girls’ track 
events. Tom Michell of 
Claremont was picked the top 
athlete in boys’ track and 
Karen Egger of Esquimalt 
was theaward-winner in girls’ 
field events. 

Seven records were set. Two 
by Champion, and one each by 
Griffin, Michell, Tille, Miss 
Egger and Raul Estrada of 
Claremont. 

Champion broke the record 
he set last year in the javelin 
by five feet with a toss of 
177’3” and set a new mark of 
134’Vfe” in the discus.

Michell won three events, 
setting a new standard of 22.1 
seconds in the 200-metres, and 
edging defending champion 
Bruce Vye in the 100 and 400 
metres. 

Estrada smashed the pole 
vault record, clearing 13 feet 
to break the old mark by a full 
foot. 

Claremont lost its boys’ 
team title to Mt. Douglas this 
year, but strong per¬ 
formances from Woody 
Kneivel and Mark Ruthven 
helped Claremont retain 
runner-UD honors. 

Kneival won the high jump 
and Rutven won the 110 and 
400 metre hurdles. 

Miss Egger competed in 
five events, winning three, 
setting a record in one and 
helping the Esquimalt girls’ 
relay teams to a pair of third- 
place finishes. 

Esquimau’s third-place 
position was its best in years 
and a big improvement over 
last year's ninth place finish.

The pair used ‘big blowers’ 
on their cars during In¬ 
dianapolis trials and 
Dallenbach finished fast 
enough (189.683 miles per 
hour) to qualify for the middle 
spot on the first row of star¬ 
ters. He could be bumped 
back on the starting grid 
during today’s second day of 
qualifications but he will be 
allowed to start. 

Driver Billy Vukovich and 
others claimed the pair should 
have been disqualified for 
using the blowers, a new and 
largely untested apparatus 
which is estimated to produce 
about 106 extra horsepower. 

Theoretically the blowers 
could overwhelm the little 
pop-off valve which is placed 
on all cars before time trials. 
But it is believed that the 
blower makes ‘gas-gulpers’ of 
the engines. 

Indianapolis officials have 
ruled that Dallenbach and 
Krisiloff must use the blowers 


in the race and there is 
speculation that they might 
not be able to finish on the 
allotted 280 gallons of fuel. 

“Everybody got off with a 
slap of the wrist,” Vukovich 
said after the ruling was 
announced. “They cheated, 
they absolutely cheated. The 
car ought to be disqualified 
from the race. Disqualify 
(George) Bignotti (chief 
mechanic for the Dallenbach 
crew) -- everyone who cheated 
along with him. To make them 
keep the blower for the race 
isn’t penalty enough.” 


Bignotti said he believes the 
big blower did not circumvent 
the pop-off valve but admitted 
that it might have. 

Fifteen cars have qualified 
for the 33 starting spots with 
the rest of the field to be filled 
today or, if it rains, on Sun¬ 
day. 

Among those still to qualify 
are Gordon Johncock, winner 
of last year’s abbreviated 
race, and former winners A1 
Unser and Mario Andretti. 

Unser, the 1970-71 winner, 
and Andretti are teammates 
and both have switched to new

His car runs on propane. 

Thwaites, one of 10 owners 
in Victoria Taxi, owns three of 
the 14-cab fleet. 

He had his Plymouth Fury 
1974 cab converted two weeks 
ago and reports there are a 
few raised eyebrows when 
people read the small sign 


"Powered by Propane” on the 
back of it. 

"I run into lots of disbelief,” 
he said. 

But it was economy, not 
ecology that made Thwaites 
switch from gas to propane.

With service station 
opera turs predicting a price 
hike ranging from 8 to 10 cents 
a gallon, Thwaites feels like a 
broker who’s unloaded his 
shares before the fall of the 
stock market. 

His other cate are also 
Plymouths—of 1973 and 1971’ 
vintage. He’s convinced, in 
spite of their age, he’ll more 
than make up for the cost of 
the conversion. 

It took $600 to convert the 
first one, the job being done by 
North West Propane in North 
Vancouver and the fine tuning 
by Glen Lake Shell. 

“1 figure I’ll save $1,600 a 
year on this car, based on 
April gas prices and even 
more now,” he said. "My 1971, 
cab has 150,000 miles on her 
and the conversion will make 
her good for between 75,000 
and 100,000 more.” 

Before the conversion, Th¬ 
waites was getting 7.5 miles a 
gallon on his cab. That's 
already been increased to 10 
miles a gallon and could go 
higher when it’s fine-tuned. 
Propane, at 45 cents a gallon, 
is cheap compared with 
skyrocketing gas prices. 

There’s a small problem in 
Thwaites’ new-found Utopia. 
He has to be careful where he 
runs out of fuel. 

“The only place I can get 
propane is at North West 
Propane on Tyee Road,” he 
explained. “So I have to fill up 
everyday thereat 4:30 p.m. to 
make sure the night man will 
be all set.” 

Behind the wheel, is there 
any difference using gas and 
propane, apart from the 
price? 

Thwaites reports there's 
smoother acceleration. 

"She’s also easier to hold at 
a steady speed and starts 
right away every time,” he 
said. “There’s no worry now 
about wearing your battery 
down.” 

His customers, he says, 
remark on the smoothness 
and quietness at the engine. 

Instead of emitting carbon 
monoxide, the propane- 
powered cab produces water 
and carbon dioxide. 

"The testing unit at the 
testing station doesn’t monitor 
low enough for any carbon 
tnonoxide that might be 
there,” he said. 

So he grins every time he 
"fills her up” and says other 
cabbies in town are con¬ 
sidering going the conversion 
route.

Mortgages 
plan bared 

B.C. residents leasing Crown land and homeowners willing 
to divide up their residences to accommodate other families will 
be eligible for first mortgages from the B.C. government. 

Housing Minister Lome Nicolson introduced legislation this 
week setting up the new financing scheme for leasehold and 
conversion mortgages. 

About $25 million will be set aside for mortgages on leased 
land, said Nicolson, and $15 million for home conversions. 

The minister would not disclose what, interest will be 
charged on these mortgages but legislation diotates the interest 
rate shall be no higher than the National Housirig Act rate. 

Special interest rates will also be offered under the scheme 
for low income applicants and Nicolson hinted these could be as 
low as six per cent. 

Nicolson stressed, however, that rates may vary for each 
area of leased land and each kind of development. 

Mortgages for homes on leased land are expected to have 
their greatest effect in areas outside the Lower Mainland while 
the conversion loans are designed to improve the housing 
situation in urban areas. 

Nicolson said he expects about 1,000 home mortgages to be 
granted this year. 

Leased lots are being developed now in Chetwynd and 
Williams Lake and will be available shortly for leasing and for 
government mortgages to construct homes. 

Party-line vote 
urges limiting 
debate

Despite protests from op¬ 
position members, an ail- 
party legislative committee 
recommended Wednesday 
that limitations be imposed on 
parliamentary debate of 
spending estimates. 

All but ignoring objections 
from Socred, Liberal and Tory 
members, the committee, 
dominated by NDP members, 
voted in favour of limiting the 
debate on departmental 
estimates to 45 sittings 
totalling no less than 135 hours 
in each session. 

The committee also voted to 
limit individual speeches 
during debate on estimates to 
30 minutes. Members are to be 
allowed, however, to speak 
several times. 

The committee’s vote on the 
time limits of debate was split 
along party lines with all 
opposition members voting 
against the motion. 

NDP members pointed out 
that certain guidelines were 
necessary to assure the 
“delivery of services by the 
government.” Without time 
limits, they said, the debate 
would continue to be 
filibustered by the opposition 
without good reasons. 

Provincial Secretary Ernie 
Hall emphasized that the time 
devoted to the debate on 


estimates under the govern¬ 
ment’s formula would be 
twice as long as that used on 
the average in the past 10 
years. 

He also stressed that the 
federal house used less time to 
discuss a budget 10 times that 
of B.C. 

Opposition members of the 
committee, however, warned 
of the dangers inherent in any 
time limits. 

Liberal MLA Garde Gar- 
dom (Vancouver-Point Grey) 
said the proposed rules would 
effectively throttle debate in 
the house. 

"It’s government by 
guillotine,” he said, adding 
that if each MLA wanted to 
speak on the government’s 
spending estimates, he would 
have little more than 12 
minutes. 

Socred MLA Jim Chabot 
(Columbia River) told the 
committee that government 
backbenchers could use up 
most of the allotted time by 
“making flowery statements 
and speeches”, praising the 
ministers for a job well done. 
As a result, opposition 
members wouldn’t have any 
time to seriously question 
ministers on their depart¬ 
ments’ estimates.

No one would listen 


RECORD TALKATHON 

Tuesday was a seemingly normal day at the B.C. legislature 
— a lot of talking and a little progress on house business. 

But its distinctive feature was it marked the 64th day of the 
spring session, making this sitting the longest in the history of 
B.C. 

With five more department spending estimates to be 
debated and more than 60 government tails remaining on the 
legislative order paper, the session is likely to last at least two 
cm* three more weeks. 

The previous sessional record was in 1916 when members 
sat for 63 days. Last year’s spring session lasted 61 days. 

Tax plan altered 


“If I’d dropped a bomb in 
the damned place, somebody 
would have listened to me.” 

That was the reaction of 
Mrs. Clarice Deveau, a young 
woman who drove 500 miles 
from Quesnel to Victoria, 
trying to get help from 
politicians who were too busy 
to see her. 

She carried a sign that said: 
“Work, not welfare.” 

While Human Resources 
Minister Norm Levi and Mrs. 
Deveau’s MLA Alex Fraser 
(SC-Cariboo) were busy either 
giving speeches or listening to 
them inside the house, Mrs. 
Deveau paraded outside the 
legislature. 

She wants work for her 
husband, not welfare and not 
unemployment insurance. 

The Quesnel Manpower 
office couldn’t find a job for 
him and during April the 
Deveaus received $455 in 
welfare assistance. 

Mrs. Deveau said their 
regular payments come to 
$469 a month. The welfare 
cheque, she added, didn’t go 
too far. 

But her biggest complaint is 
that her husband has been 
offered jobs in Nova Scotia, 
Newfoundland and New 


Brunswick and they can’t 
afford to move there. 

Canada Manpower office 
refused their application for a 
relocation grant on the 
grounds that her husband 
would earn $1,200 a month in 
the east. Deaveau is a welder. 

Having no money to move 
east and having no job here in 
B.C., “we’re up the creek 
without a paddle,” said Mrs. 
Deveau. 

She is disillusioned with 
politicians, regardless of what 
party they belong to. 

“I phoned Alex Fraser and 


he said he’d get in touch with 
me. That was two weeks ago. I 
haven’t heard from him 
since,” she said. “Mr. Levi, I 
was told today, was too busy 
to see me.” Her husband, who 
stayed behind with their four 
children, didn’t like the idea of 
her demonstrating in Victoria, 
Mrs. Deveau said. 

“We’re proud and we don’t 
want people to know we’re on 
welfare, but what else can I 
do?” she asked. 

Mrs. Deveau had to head 
back for Quesnel Friday 
morning. “I’ve got $17 and 
that had better get me back 
home,” she said.

Hydro hike 
to urge 
frugality?

Horror flick rocking

Horrors! What a monstrous 
hoax. It’s enough to have 
Boris Karloff spinning in his 
coffin or send Lon Chaney 
scaling the bell-ropes of Notre 
Dame in sheer disgust. 

Not since Michael Landon 
became a teen-age werewolf 
in a short-lived and mercifully 
little-remembered flick of 13 
years ago has there been such 
an obvious pandering to 
adolescent tastes in chiller- 
dillers. 

But this time, it’s all in good 
fun — played for laughs and 
music. 

It’s the first rock and roll 
horror movie Son of Dracula, 
starring Harry Nilsson in the 
title role and Ringo Starr as 
Merlin the Magician — though 
how HE got involved in the 
yam you’ll have to see the 
flick to find out — now playing 
at Odeon 2. 

Hopefully, the film will 
exorcise enouge of the myths 
surrounding horror films to 
lay them well and truly in 
the crypt where they belong — 
just as Cat Ballou shot down 
the hoary old traditions of the 
Western. 

Another treat is in store for 
rock fans on local screens this 
week. 

The Jimi Hendrix Story, 
now playing at the Fox, 
details the soaring greatness 
and tragic fall of the artist 
who was perhaps the most- 
frenized and brightest star to 
blaze all-too-briefly in the 
firmament of pop music. 

Incorporated in the film are 
action clips from Hendrix 
performances at Monterey in 
1967 — the first time that his 
impact really slammed^ the 
world — and his blazing, 
guitar-burning performance 
at Woodstock, two years later.

Club opposes 
park tax bid 


Victoria Sierra Club op¬ 
poses a capital region parks 
committee proposal to stop 
acquiring land for its regional 
parks program and to use the 
parkland tax levy of one-half 
mill for park development and 
to establish a parks branch. 

In a brief to the regional 
board, the club also opposes a 
proposed additional half-mill 
levy to purchase land for 
urban (municipal) parks. 

It urges the board to use any 
additional tax levy to enlarge 
or create new regional parks. 

President Ken Gibbard said 
he plans to ask represen¬ 
tatives of various citizen 
groups to attend a meeting to 
discuss the new proposals. 

The brief follows a com¬ 
mittee decision to drop the 
1969 objectives of the parkland 
acquisition program. 

The committee is proposing 
that properties once labelled 
essential or optional for the 
completion or enlargement of 
a park be deleted from the 
program and that tax money 
instead be spent on ad¬ 
ministration and park 
development. 

According to the Sierra Club 
brief, this would eventually 
lead to subdivisions jutting 
into some parks. Some areas 
would also suffer from noise, 
water and land pollution. 

It would in effect downgrade 
many existing parks. 

As an example, the brief 
states that if some of the 
optional properties 
surrounding Witty’s lagoon 
park are not acquired they

of the land in the area. 

"The sight of houses, the 
sounds of power mowers, the 
very presence of people will 
be strongly sensed in what is 
now the remote quiet of the 
upper lagoon,” it states. 

“As the population and user 
pressure on the park rises, 
more land, not less, will be 
required to retain the natural 
values which originally drew 
people to the park," it adds. 

For similar reasons as well 
as the preservation of water 
quality in Upper Thetis Lake, 
the essential watershed 
property must be purchased, 
it states. 

The brief charges that the 
question of purchase of this 
property has long been a 
“political football with the 
public as spectators paying a 
very high price, either 
through lost quality of the 
park or through increased 
land prices.” 

"It is time the game ended 
and this essential property 
acquired," it added. "We 
must not lose the value of the 
parks we have for all time by 
giving up the buffer areas to 
save a U-mill over the next 
decade. This would be penny 
wise and pound foolish." 

With regard to the parks 
committee proposal to 
establish a regional parks 
department and to develop 
existing parks, the brief urges 
the regional district to delay 
such a program. It notes there 
has been no public pressure to 
develop regional parks. 

It a Iso observes that a poll of 
users of Witty’s lagoon park 
two years ago showed that the 
majority did not want 
development, except for 
minimal facilities such as 
toilets. 

“Undeveloped land is 
available now which will 
never be available again, 
except at prohibitive prices,” 
it states, “we have managed 
this long without development 
in our regional parks — we 
can wait — while the board 
uses the time and money to 
secure for the century ahead 
the land we need for adequate 
regional parks." 

Existing regional parks are 
inadequate to take care of 
future needs, it notes. 

“The capital region is 
uniquely placed," it states. 
"We are on an island, but, 
more than that, we are almost 
an island on an island. Our 
only escape by land is through 
the bottle neck of Coldstream 
and the Malahat Drive.” 

It observes that other 
regions can count on their 
recrcationists driving out¬ 
wards along many spokes of a 
wheel to seek wilderness away 
from the urban core. 

The Greater Victoria 
population can not do this," it 
points out. Thus it was the 
responsibility of the board to 
provide residents of region 
with undeveloped areas.

The decorative charm of a 
hanging flower basket has 
enjoyed a deserved vogue in 
the last few years. 

Wherever you choose to 
hang one of the floral art 
works — from porch or 
breezeway, tree limb or 
apartment balcony — the 
effect is delightful. 

A good feature of this form 
of gardening, which includes 
the portable planter and tub, 
is that it is available to the 
apartment dweller. 

The city parks department 
receives many requests for 
information on making up the 
baskets which so spec¬ 
tacularly decorate downtown 
lamp standards each sum¬ 
mer. 

Such information is readily 
available. However, tor the 


Water thoroughly and let 
drain before starting to plant 

Note whether your baskets 
or plants are to be placed in 
full or filtered sunlight before 
making a final choice of plant 
material. 

You’ll want good color, bulk 
and graceful trailing effects 
and will get best restults from 
among the following selection. 
Each basket will need from 
five to eight plants; more for 
planters. It is better to over- 
plant than under-plant. 

For baskets you will 
definitely need nepeta, a 
vigorously growing trailing 
foliage plant, and trailing 
lobelia. For sunny positions, 
the bushy upright or trailing 
ivy geranium, Cascade 
petunias in the color of your 
choice, schizanthus or but¬ 
terfly flower, Lemon Drop or 
Ursula tagetes. 

Where the baskets are to 
hang under trees or in filtered 
light, a splendid effect will be 
gained by using the pendula 
begonias or fuchsia and 
Golden Bunch calceolaria in 
place of the geraniums, 
petunias and tagetes. 

Remember that the con¬ 
tainers will need a regular 
once-a-month feeding of a 
good liquid fertilizer to keep 
them in good health.

average homeowner who is a 
novice gardener, to follow 
through and achieve equal 
results is not always possible. 
One thing to bear in mind is 
the constant professional care 
given the baskets throughout 
the season by park personnel 

What sort of containers 
should be used? Is there 
anything to be done before 
putting earth in? What sort of 
earth? What kinds of plants 
give best results? 

Here are some answers to 
these basic questions. 

First, the containers. At one 
time the only sort in general 
use were of wire and had to be 


lined with pads of moss to 
retain the earth. They were 
great but the wooden ones now 
available are simpler to set 
up. . 

Those that are about 12 
inches square are most at¬ 
tractive and easy to plant but 
the half-cylinder slat- 
constructed kind are cheaper. 

There is no need to paint 
them, for the growth of plant 
material will soon hide the 
container, but a coat of some 
preservative stain inside and 
out is a good idea. 

If the spaces between Lite 
slats of the basket allows too 
much water and earth to seep 


out, you can put in a lining 
• made of burlap sacking. 

Next comes a layer of small 
rock and it’s ready for the 
earth. 

You will need a 
wheelbarrow or other con¬ 
tainer to mix the soil which 
must be extra rich in nutrients 
considering the small space 
and the number of plants that 
must feed from it. 

Note for apartment 
dwellers: Potting soil will do 
but you will need to feed your 
basket or planter frequently 
with a good liquid fertilizer. 

One recipe for a successful 
mix goes like this: One-third 
sharp sand, one-third com¬ 
post, one-third peat moss. To 
this should be added a handful 
of agricultural lime per 
barrow-load, a couple of 
handfuls of 10-6-4 fertilizer, 
and a handful of blood and 
bone meal. 

The sand, compost and peat 
moss should be sieved through 
a quarter-inch mesh screen as 
each is added and the whole 
lot well mixed with a shovel 
before filling a container to 
within an inch of the top.
